Legal Position 


A county and state license 
to sell legal fireworks can 
be purchased for $15.00 in 
this county. Price of the li- 
cense varies with the popula- 
ton in other counties, 26 have 
been purchased in Shelby 
County since Oct. 1, 

By law, any individual may 
buy a license with no ques- 
tions asked, “Legal fireworks” 
are those containing less than 
25/100 gram of explosive 
powder, ruling out anything 
but sparklers, caps and tiny 
firecrackers, 


Difficult Enforcement 


The State Fire Marshal’s 
office with a staff of eight 
men, leaves enforcement of 
fireworks to local officials. 
Sheriff C. P. Walker declares, 
“The law puts me right in 
the middle. It’s practically im- 
possible to enforce. We can't 
even destroy the stuff we 
confiscate. It all has to be 
turned back to them.” 


Fathers Determined 


Grady, an Anaesthesiolo- 
gist, who has “seen many 
enees, of _children. torn hy 
fireworks” had long ago for- 
bidden his four children to 
buy them. He feels it is a 
terribly irony that this acci- 
dent happened to his son. His 
eyes burned with the stead- 
fast determination of a doct- 
or and a father as he talked 
about “seeing this thing 
through.” 

Questions Grady and Busby 
would like to have answered 
include: Where are the fire- 
works made? How are they 
transported? Where are the 
distribution centers? Who are 
the ringleaders? and, very 
important to these two fa- 
thers, What can we do to stop 
this racket, so the tragedy 
that happened to our boys 
will not happen to other chil- 
dren?

Safety Discussed 


At Local 


Accident prevention ... 
home and on the Makucer 
served as the chief .topic of 
discussion at last week's 
yaeeting of the Shelby County 
Safety Council, 

The meeting, marking the 
first anniversary of the coun- 
cil, was attended by some 25 
Shelby Countians including 
seven police officers from 
throughout the county. 

Principle speakers at 
Thursday night's meeting 
were Probate Judge Conrad 
M. Fowler, County Health 
Officer Dr. John D. Rayfield, 
und Austin Hayes from the 
State Office of Accident Pre- 
vention. 

Judge Fowler outlined some 
of the measures instituted by 
county officials in an effort to 
reduce traffic accidents, In- 
siuded are such safety efforts 
as reflective paint on road 
bridges, reflective paint on 
center stripes on highways, 
elimination of unsafe roads, 
and the establishment of 
weight limits on _ certain 
county highways. 

Carbon Monoxide Danger 

Dr. Rayfield discussed the 


\l}hazards of carbon monoxide 


poisoning in vehicles and 
homes. Rayfield pointed out 
that, in his opinion, many 
winter-time home accidents 
and illnesses could be traced 
to carbon monoxide gas. 

It is Dr. Rayfield’s belief 
that faulty heating devices 
permit carbon monoxide to 
cscape into closed rooms. 
Victims seldom recognize the 
presence of the colorless, or- 
derless gas. Carbon monoxide 
dulls the senses and it is Dr. 
Rayfield’s belief that many 
home accidents and illnesses 
are caused by this elusive 
poison, 

Safety Act of 1966 

Austin Hayes reviewed 
parts of the Highway Safety 
Act of 1966. He pointed out 
that it is not the purpose of 
the act to create hardships, 
but instead to save lives and 
cut down on property damage. 

The Highway Act of 1966, 
according to Hays, provides 
for a periodic drivers license 
examination of all license 
holders, standardized traffic 
regulations and street and 
highway markings among the 
states, and a regular system 
of vehicle inspections, 

Failure of a state to adopt 
most of the provisions of the 
act, according to Hays, will 
jeopordize federal aid high- 
way funds.

Oklahoman Describes Shelby 
County Broiler Production 


Alabama competes with Ar- 
kansas year by year for 
second place honors for in- 
come from poultry sales. Still- 
water housewives however, 
can buy broilers in local 
stores at near the same price 
Alabama homemakers pay. 

The poultry industry pro- 
vides Alabama growers a high 
er gross income than Okla- 
homa growers due to volume 
ef production. The poultry 
industry contributed approx- 
imately 240 million dollars to 
Alabama’s farm income dur- 
ing 1966. Over 45 per cent of 
this poultry income was from 
production and sale of broil- 
ers and the rest from other 
types of poultry and poultry 
products. 

Alabama's poultry growers 
have increased their produc- 
tion tremendously in the past 
two decades, W. Joel Thomp-

producted in Alabama annual- 
ly. 

Thompson, whose specialty 
is poultry, swine and farm 
management, is located in one 
of the 25 north central Alaba- 
ma counties, an area where a 
high per centage of the 
state’s broilers are grown. 

Shelby County is termed a 
diversified farming county 
with an approximate 12 mil- 
lion dollar gross annual in- 
come, approximately 5 and 
one-half million dollars from 
the sale of poultry and poul- 
try products. In 1966 a total 
of 2,300,000 brolers were pro- 
duced in the county. 

The poultry producers are 
getting help from Auburn 
University and the University 
Extensign Service in their 
poultry production and mark- 
eting programs. County ex- 
tension agent Thompson re- 
ports that Auburn’s current 
research is in the field of 
environmental control — in- 
sulation and ventilation. 
“Real basic research is being

An extension _ six-point 
broiler program to reduce con- 
demnation and down grading 
includes: 1, use of healthy 
chicks, 2. following recom- 
mended brooding practices, 
8. observing sanitation rules,

thods. 

The poultrymen have lucra- 
tive goals to shoot for in re- 
duction of down grading poul- 
try. “A three per cent reduc- 
tion in down grading loss in 
Alabama would mean an ad- 
ditional income of one mil- 
lion dollrs annually to Ala- 
bama’s broiler indstry,” coun- 
ty agent Thompson explained.

cent, are grown under con- 
tract where the owner pro- 
vides housing and labor, the 
contractor-feed companies and 
individuals—provide the broil- 
erer chicks, feed, medication 
and supervision, 


The 25 counties producing 


most of Alabama’s broilers 
also produce beef cattle, dairy 
cattle, swine ,cotton and other 
crops. A major part of the 
broilers are grown for supple- 
mental income on farms or by 
people who use broiler pro- 
duction to supplement on the 
job labor income. 

The broiler

based on cost of production, 

Feed costs involves 2 to 3.3 
pounds feed per pound pound 
of broiler meat. “Feed re- 
quirements should be below 
the 2.3 pound figure — the 
bonus break figure,” said 
Thompson. 

Broiler chicks are general- 
ly produced by the contractor 
who has breeder hen programs 
and hatches chicks to be put 
in the brooder house. The 
breeder hens are on contract 
with farmers and others who 
produce the eggs on a per- 
dozen basis, normally eight 
to 12 cents per dozen furnish- 
ing labor and facilities. 

Most contractors also have 
incubating facilities and hatch 
broiler chicks that are put 
out on contract basis. “Egg

They would need 
four or more houses for full 
time employment,” according 
to Thompson, 
In addition to returns from 
growing the broilers the 
farmers have cleaning from 
the broiler house to be used 
as fertilizer, One Shelby 
County grower reported a val- 
ue of the cleanings to eight to 
10 dollars per ton.

Freezing March weather 
this year put a dent~in most 
of the South’s peach crops— 
but not Alabama’s. It’s almost 
twice as big as last year’s, 

This season’s harvest is 
expected to be over one mil- 
lion bushels. In 1966, Alaba- 
ma peach growers harvested 
550,000 bushels, 

Extension commercial hor- 
ticulturist, John Bagby re- 
ports that the peach crop in 
the nine peach growing states 
in the South will be about 36 
per cent less than last year. 
Only two of these nine Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, expect 
larger crops than in 1966 

Bagby says the harvest of 
early varieties in Chilton 
County, where 75 per cent of 
Alabama’s peaches are grown, 
began about May 20. Key- 
stone and Ranger, both mid- 
season varieties ,are being 
harvested now. Size and qual- 
ity of this season’s peaches 
have been very good.

Senators Lister Hill and 
John Sparkman afd Con- 
gressman Tom Bevill today 
announced approval of a $6.8 
million dollar loan from the 
Economic Development Ad- 
ministration making possible 
the construction, of a weed- 
fiber plant ut Cordova, Ala.

* Don’t increase the dosage 
or take more often than dir- 
ected without checking with 
your doctor, 


* If the label says “Shake 
well before using,” it means 
what it says. Shake it. 


* Don’t take medicine pre- 
scribed for someone else. Just 
because it helped your hus- 
band’s cough doesn’t mean 
it’s right for you. 

* Keep medicine out of 
reach of children, The small 
child who is rushed to the 
hospital after eating a whole 
bottle of sugar-coated tablets 
is an all too common occur- 
rence. 


* Put the cap back on the 
bottle, Some medicines change 
strength if exposed to air too 
long. 

* Keep the medicine in its 
original box or bottle, Shift- 
ing sleeping pills into an as- 
pirin bottle, for instance, 
could produce dire effects for 
someone else in the family.

For one thing, George Cor- 
ey Wallace, having gotten 
everything he was interested 
in passed in the special ses- 
sion, is now anxious to get out 
on the presidential trail. And 
once Gov. Lurleen’s health 
problem has been attended to, 
it is expected that he will 
start travelling around the 
country again. 

And without an administra- 
tive push, this badly split 
legislature will snap and snarl 
at each other until the days 
have run out and nothing will 
be accomplished. 

It is still a factional fight 
between urban lawmakers and 
their rural colleagues.

The Waltz 


The Waltz may not be 
danced much these days, but 
it isn’t fading away. As a 
matter of fact, it is being re- 
vived by the residents of 
Vienna, and by a descendent 
of Johann Strauss, the man 
who made the Waltz famous 
for so many decades. 

By a degree of the Austrian 
government, 1967 is “Strauss 
Waltz Year’ to honor the 
100 birthday of the “Blue 
Danube Waltz” which nearly 
proved a flop when it was 
first performed. 

Austrian theaters are do- 
ing their programming with 
a view to the Strauss anniver- 
sary. The Postal Department 
will issue a special stamp and 
the mint will roll out a load 
of commemorative coins.

Montgomery — With sev- 
erl bills in the works relating 
to the wet-dry question, it 
might be well to examine 
briefly the relationship of 
liquor store profits and beer 
tax revenues to the state’s 
overall financial status. 

In 1966, profits from state- 
controlled liquor _ stores 
amounted to $20.3 million and 
proceeds from the four-cents 
per bottle beer tax brought in 
$9 million, 

From the ABC store profits 
the 67 counties received, re- 
gardless of whether they ar' 
wet or dry, $870, 939, divided 
on a population basis. From 
the beer-tax revenues all 
counties receive equally, wet 
or dry, $17,240, That totals 
$1.1 million. 

In addition ,all incorporated 
cities, wet or dry, receive from 
ABC profits a total of $1.28 
million. And the cities in 
which stores are located shar- 
ed another $616,000, with the 
distribution being on a basis 
of ratio of their local store 
profits to the total state pro- 
fit. 

To take one small, dry coun- 
ty as an example, Wilcox re- 
ceived $25,557 last year from 
whiskey and beer sales. 

And of course this is over 
and above the general shar- 
ing in the revenues from ABC 
stores and beer taxes. What 
goes to county and city gov- 
ernments direct is but a small 
fraction of the total revenue. 

Largest benefactor is the 
Department of Pensions and 
Securities which in 1966 re- 
ceived $10.7 million, Next 
benefactor was the 
state’s Educational Trust Fund

The five Thai engineers 
who visited Shelby County 
last week found a “warm 
friendliness and hospitality.” 


Their impressions of the 
County were expressed at the 
end of their four day study- 
tour of the county’s highway 
system. To Probate Judge 
Conrad M. Fowler and County 
Engineer James Ray the 
Thais said the hospitality has 
been “warmer in Shelby Coun- 
ty than any they had received 
since their arrival in the 
United States.” 


They felt the many princi- 
ples they learned here would 
aid greatly in the road build- 
ing programs in Thailand, 
The Thai government is in- 
terested in building roads 
quickly into the northeastern 
part of Thailand, where Com- 
munist infiltration from Laos 
and Camodia is a real threat.

cation would be cut off, This 
involves some $600,000.00 per 
year. Many people were con- 
cerned with this announce- 
ment and have asked just 
what it will do to the local 
school program. 

In June, 1966, Shelby Coun- 
ty was cited and placed on de- 
ferred status by Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare for not 
having signed the form stat. 
ing that the Board would com- 
ply with the much publicized 
guidelines, There were res 
quirements in the Guidelines 
that the Board felt were im- 
possible to carry out at that 
time. Percentages for pupil! 
integration, teacher integra- 
tion, etc, were set up as part 
of the requirements, The 
Chairman, vice-chairman, sup- 


erintendent, and two Board 
attorneys made a trip to 
Washington to attempt to 


‘ompromise or to find out ex- 
actly what had to be done 
in order to receive federal 
funds before they signed the 
compliance forms. The depart- 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare demanded that 
Shelby County hire or trans- 
fer some 16 teachers to cross 
the color line in the system 
and even with that, gave no 
guarantee of re-instatement 
of federal monies. There were 
io other systems, not even the 
largest in the state, that 
would have had such a cross 
over at that time. It was felt 
that HEW was attempting to 
make an example of Shelby 
County’s system and the 
Board postponed the signing 
of the compliance forms. 

As a result of non-compli- 
ance, Shelby County was in- 
cluded with the many other 
vounties cited for non-compli- 
ance, After the citation a 
hearing was given before a 
Justice Department Attorney 
who acted as Judge. The 
Board presented a good case; 
it pointed out equal facilities 
and opportunities for all, 

However, the Judge ruled 
ugainst it. There was a 30 
day period given for rebuttal, 
and then the Justice Depart- 
ment was given an extra 15 
days to answer. After this 
was done and the waiting peri- 
od over, a notice was finally 
received that the Federa! 
monies for Shelby County 
were being terminated. Dur- 
ing the process of attempting 
to compromise, three Federal 
Judges made a ruling against 
the Governor and State Su- 


perintendent which put 99 
systems in Alabama under 
Federal Court order. Shelby 


County, of course, was i'iclud- 
ed with these 99 systems, 

The court order will change 
Shelby County’s school sys- 
tem, as well as most of the 
other school systems in the 
state, (All those not previous- 
ly operating under a court 
order), There are three phas- 
es in the order that will af- 
fect every child and parent in 
the system. They are: teacher 
integration, pupil integration, 
and school bus _ integration, 
The Board hus no choice ex- 
cept to carry out the edicts of 
the Federal Court Order. 
Since these three phases are 
so important, it has been de- 
cided to cover them in detail 
11 three articles in the fol- 
lowing weeks so that the peo- 
ple may know just what the 
Board of Education, Superin- 
tendent, and School Adminis- 
trators will have to do ta 
comply with the orders. 

The most recent ruling by 
tue Federal Courts indicates 
that when systems have com- 
plied with the court order 
they will automatically be re- 
instated with the Department 
of Health, Education, and 
Welfare and again be eligible 
for Federal funds.”

IN SHELBY COUNTY 


Revenuers Dampen 
Moonshiners Spirits 


MONTGOMERY—Officials of the State of Ala- 
bama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board announced last 
week that 70 moonshine stills were destroyed in Shelby 
County last year, 

These stills have an average capacity of 1,800 gal- 
lons of whiskey per year, If allowed to operate, each 
still would earn almost $10,000 per year for the moon- 
shiner, 

The total productive capacity of stills seized and 
destroyed in Shelby County would exceed 125,000 gal- 
lons of moonshine whiskey per year at a total estimated 
value of $500,000. 

Enforcement officials state that there is one still 
that remains in operation for each still destroyed. 

Since these moonshiners pay no tax on their illicit 
product, the State of Alabama lost nearly $300,000 in 
taxes from moonshining operation in Shelby County 
alone. 

The tax drain, however, is secondary to the dangers 
imposed by the highly unsanitary conditions under 
which this stuff is produced. Cases have been found 
where water polluted by sewage wastes has been used 
to mix the “mash.” Forest animals are often attracted 
by the odors from the still and fall in the open mash 
barrels and drown, 

Active poisons are also introduced into the moon- 
shine through the use of lead solder substances to mend 
and patch the distilling equipment. The erosive effect of 
alcohol on this lead produces an arsenate of lead which 
is extremely poisonous. Anti freeze, red devil lye, and 
battery acid have been poured into the mash to increase 
the fermentation rate, All of these substances are high- 
ly toxic and can cause blindness or even death. 

Governor Lurleen Wallace said, “This menace to 
the health of the citizens of our state must be stamped 
out at all costs. I call on the people of Alabama to aid 
our enforcement officials in every way possible in at- 
tacking this problem.”

Calera Man 
Killed By 
Passenger Train 


Samuel Allen, Jr., 25-year- 
old Calera man, died Monday 
night at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital from injuries he re- 
ceived when struck by a pas- 
senger train in Calera, 


M. H. Holland, engineer of 
the Pan American told invest- 
igating officers that he saw 
Allen sitting on the track 
with his elbows on his knees 
and his head in his hands, 
Holland was unable to stop 
the train, 

The accident occurred at 
9:22 p.m. 325 feet north of 
the 6th Ave, Crossing of the 
Louisville and Nashville Rail 
road tracks, 

Allen died at 10:42 p.m. at 
the Shelby Memorial Hospi- 
tal. 

The Calera Police Depart- 
ment is continuing investiga- 
tion of the accident. 


DPS Work Doubled 
In Last 10 Years 


The Shelby County Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Secur- 
ities has outgrown its office 
space, 


This became clear when 
Mrs, Nell Fulton, Director of 
the DPS appeared beore the 
County Board of Revenue and 
Control to request additional 
space, 

Mrs, Fulton said that the 
program has expanded great- 
ly in the past few years. It 
now serves more people, but 
at the same time it requires 
additional caseworkers and 
office staff. 


Request Granted 


After hearing Mrs. Fulton’s 
request, the Board of Revenue 
granted the DPS the use of 
the only space available in 
the courthouse — the office 
directly across the hall from 
the office of the Law and 


Equity Court Judge, Harold 
Walden. 

In a later interview with 
The Reporter, Mrs. Fulton 


compared figures from the 
1955-56 fiscal year with those 
of the 1965-66 year. 

In this ten year period total 
welfare expenditures in Shel- 
by County have almost dou- 
bled. When the year ended 
on Sept. 30, 1956, the County 
had disbursed $706,205.31. 
Last year, the figure was 
$1,363,590,49. 11 staff mem- 
bers were employed 10 years 


ago as compared with 15 last 
year. The office space has 
remained the same during the 
past ten year period. 

When the new wing of the 
courthouse opened, space was 
allowed for a waiting room 
inside the DPS offices, Be- 
fore many years, however, 
waiting room space was need- 
ed by staff workers and the 
clients now have to wait in 
the outside corridor. 

There are now 16 on the 
staff and the department is 
budgeted for two more. 

In addition to the duties 
expected from all P. and §S, 
Departments throughout the 
state, the Shelby County De- 
partment has assumed a res- 
ponsibility to train future 
social workers. 

In an agreement with the 
State DPS and Alabama Col- 
lege, the Shelby County De- 
partment offers senior social 
work majors field observa- 
tion and experience. 

During the coming school 
year 18 AC students will re- 
ceive ‘this training. Every 
afternoon three of the stud- 
ents on an alternating basis 
will be in the Columbiana of- 
fices, working with staff 
members.

Army Orders 
New Study 
For Coosa 


The U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers has engaged the 
famed Southern Research 
Institute of Birmingham to 
investigate the economic feas- 
ibility of the Coosa River 
waterway. 


One of the objectives of 
the investigation is to deter- 
mine the nature and volume 
of traffic that could use the 
waterway from Montgomeery 
to Rome, Ga., if the waterway 
is made navigable, The infor- 
mation obtained is to be used 
in a re-evaluation of the na- 
vigation project. 


In determining the nature 
and volume of river traffic, 
the investigators will: 


1, Identify commodities 
now in transit which may be 
moved by barge if the water- 
way is made navigable, 


2. Estimate the annual ton- 
nage of these commodities. 


8. Specify points of origin 
and destination of these com- 
modities. 


4. Servey the changes in 
privately owned facilities that 
would be necessary to take 
advantage of the waterway.

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On Wednesday of last week 


the House of Representatives 
passed legislation to make it 
a federal crime to travel from 
state to state with the intent 
to incite a riot or other violent 
civil disturbance. The meas- 
ure, if finally enacted into 
law, will make those who 
travel between states or use 
the mails or other facilities 
of interstate commerce to in- 
cite riots liable for a five- 
year prison term, a $10,000 
fine, or both. 

Recent civil disturbances 
have increased the demand 
for legislation of this nature. 
During 1967 alone there have 
been major riots throughout 
the nation, resulting in many 
deaths and injuries. Thous- 
ands have been arrested as a 
result of these disturbances, 
during which looting, burning 
and vandalism have been 
widespread, The mood of the 
people was evident last week 
on the floor of the House as 
the anti-riot bill passed by an 
overwhelming vote of 347 to 
70. 

During the debate on the 
anti-riot legislation, I point- 
ed out to members of the 
House that we in the South 
have been trying for years to 
warn the nation of the dang- 
ers posed by professional 
troublemakers who knowing- 
ly and purposely incite violent 
civil disobedience. Regretful- 
ly, I said, our warnings fell 
on deaf ears, and it was not 
until death and destruction 
took place in other areas of 
the country that Congress be- 
gan to give serious considera- 
tion to legislation to curb 
those who travel all over the 
nation inciting riots and dis- 
turbances, 


Questions Answered 


The question arose during 
floor debate as to whether 
Congress has the power to 
enact such a law. Yet, Arti- 
cle I, section 8, of the Con- 


ARMISTEAD SELDEN 


stitution specifically grants 
to Congress the power to reg- 
ulate interstate commerce, 

The question of whether 
Congress should exercise its 
power in this area was also 
discussed and forcefully an- 
swered by the overwhelming 
vote for the anti-riot bill. It 
is more and more obvious that 
the insurrection we are wit- 
nessing today in many of our 
cities has its origin outside 
the jurisdiction of local law 
enforcement officials. The 
pattern these riots follow is 
too similar in too many in- 
stances to be wholly spontane- 
ous or coincidental. Events 
leading up to the disturbanc- 
es, as well as the riots them- 
selves, are similar in cities of 
miles apart. 

There was also debate re- 
garding the effectiveness of 
the proposed legislation. Of 
course, the ultimate success 
of any anti-riot law will de- 
pend upon the vigor with 
which the federal government 
enforces it. Congress can en- 
act legislation, but the execu- 
tive branch of the government 
has the responsibility to en- 
force it. 

Facts Needed 


If an anti-riot law is en- 
acted, it will allow fedcral 
authorities to investigate 1¢- 
cent riots and disturbances 
for the purpose of seeking not 
only convictions, but also des- 
perately needed facts. It is 
time the veil of secrecy be 
lifted so we can find who ard 
what are behind this evii 
that is making our nation’s 
streets unsafe for our citi- 
zens, 

Congress has the duty to 
enact proper deterrents to the 
activities of those who prac- 
tice civil disorder, inspire acts 
of anarchy, and trample on 
everyone’s rights. I am hope«- 
ful that the anti-riot bill pass- 
ed by the House last week 
will receive swift Senate ap- 
proval and fulfill that daty.

On Social Security 


I have an important mes- 
sage for persons who are now 
getting social security pay- 
ments and for those who will 
become eligible to receive 
these payments in the future, 

There are no plans to trans- 
fer your social security pay- 
ments to public welfare. Also, 
there are no plans to trans- 
fer the Social Security Trust 
Funds from which your so- 
cial security benefits are 
paid to public welfare. 

At the present time the 
United States House of Rep- 
resentatives in Washington is 
considering House Bill No. 
H. R. 5710, Social Security 
Amendments of 1967. 

Title I of this bill provides 
for needed improvements in 
the old-age retirement, sur- 
vivors, disability insurance, 
and Medicare programs. 

Specifically, if the Bill is 
passed by the Congress here 
are some of the provisions 


\ Hhat will benefit people under 


Social security, 

1. There will be an increase 
In the amount of cash - 
ments made under the old- 
ge retirement, survivors, and 


grams. These increased pay- 
ments would go to persons 
now receiving social security 
payments and to those who 
will get them at a later date. 

2. If the hill becomes law, 
certain disabled widows un- 
der age 62 will get social se- 
curity payments. 

8. There will be an increase 
in the amount a person under 
age 72 can earn in a year and 
get all the social security 
payments due for that year. 

4. Hospital and doctor bill 
insurance under Medicare 
will be made available to per- 
sons under age 65 who get 
disability insurance payments 
under social security. 

Some people will be cover- 


ed by social security who 
heretofore have not had this 
protection. 


In closing I would like to 
repeat there are no plans to 
‘transfer the social security 
program to public welfare.

civil rights regulation (45 
CFR 80.4(c)(1)) which pro- 
vides a school system will be 
deemed to be in compliance 
with requirements under Ti- 
tle VI if it is subject to a de- 
segregation order of a court 
and provides an assurance 
that it will comply with the 
order does not apply to these 
districts. 

Mr. Seeley also stated, 
however, that any school dis- 
trict which submits a plan 
conforming to the Lee v. Ma- 
con model plan and details 
the specific steps it will take 
under that plan will be con- 
sidered to have satisfied the 
voluntary desegregation plan 
requirements of the Depart- 
ment’s Title VI regulation 
(45 CFR 80.4(c)(2)). By re- 
quiring only that Shelby 
County, and the other Ala- 
bama school systems affected 
by the Lee v. Macon County 
litigation, comply with the 
standard expressed in that de- 
cision, we believe that we 
have done everything possible 
to clarify the school desegre- 
gation obligations of these 
school systems. The Justice 
Department concurs in our 
judgment that we have a con- 
tinuing responsibility to as- 
sure compliance with Title VI 
by the school districts men- 
tioned in the decree. 

Shelby County has adopted 
a desegregation plan which 
meets the standards of the 
Lee v. Macon County model 
plan. The Shelby County 
school system has not yet 
demonstrated in specific 
terms its intent to carry ou’ 
that plan. When it does do so, 


we will immediately revoke 
the final termination order, 
which will become effective 


July 20. It is our hope that 
the meeting which was he!d 
mn June 28, 1967, between 
Superintendent Hill and Mr, 
Dunn of our staff will result 
in our being able to tuke such 
action in the near future. 

I trust that this letter is 
fully responsive to your re- 
quest, and that you will let 
me know if 1 can be of any 
further assistance to you.

Shelby County’s century-old romance with steam was 


sparked anew Saturday.

He engineered the steam locomotives until the 1940's 
when the diesel-powered locomotive replacd the steam- 
driven trains. 

Lacey said engineering the steam locomotive required 
a lot more skill than the diesel locomotve. The engineer had 
to know when the steam was going to be needed before 
approaching an incline and had to direct his firemen to 


provide the necessary pressure when required. 


Lacey said the constant power of the diesel engine 
made it like driving an automobile. 

Ol 4501 received a salute from people in Wilton and 
Montevallo and some 30 minutes later pulled into Columbi- 
ana for its first photo run of the trip. 

N. L, Horn, conductor of 4501, said during the stop in 
Columbiana that the old steam locomotive had a surge that 
gave it a feeling of life and motion that you do not feel 
in the modern-day diesel locomotive. 

Horn of Selma with more than 25 years of railroading 
experience was authenically dressed for his job with an old 
conductor uniform that was worn during the days of the 
steam locomotive. 

Ed Hicks, also of Selma with a quarter-century of rail- 
roading behind him, engineered the 4501 and his assistants 
in the cab kept the boiler tight with steam on its 10-hour 
run, 

The Childersburg Fire Department assisted 4501 in 
taking on water during a stop in its city. Her hopper was 
filled with coal in Anniston for the return trip to Birming- 
ham, 

Yes, the old steam locomotive that carried the seed cat- 
alogs, the fruit jars, the calico cloth and letters to Grand- 
father Tom and Grandmother Ada is a thing of the past— 
a monument to a romantic era in American history. 

But steam remains an important part of the economy 
in Shelby County. The Southern Electric Generating Com- 
pany’s Wilsonville Steam Plant uses an amount of coal in 
a 24-hour period to keep Ol’ 4501 running constantly for 266 
days.

Bank Prepares To Move 


The Merchants and Plant- 
ers Bank of Montevallo opens 
new doors for business next 
week, For the first time in 
65 years Montevallo citizens 
will go to a different loca- 
tion for their banking needs. 

The new building is locat- 
ed at 415 Main Street, two 
blocks from the place where 
business was begun on Oct. 11 
1902. 

During the initial talks 
with architect H. Lloyd Hill 
the Bank’s president, James 
A. Kelley urged that the new 
building be compatible in ar- 
chitectural style with the 
buildings on the Alabama 
College campus in order to 
carry out an architectural un- 
ity in Montevallo, 

Accordingly, it is a hand- 
some structure of red brick 
with white pillars. The loca- 
tion of the building allows 
for the necessary accessories 


to modern day life, a parking 
area and a drive-in window. 
It was built by the Victor 
Scott Construction Company 
of Montevallo. 


History 


In 1902 the bank started 
with a capital of $15,000 and 
seven directors. The first 
president was W. E. Hollo- 
way. E. S Lyman was the 
cashier, The other directors 
were: L N. Bowden, John H. 
McMath, George W. Morgan, 
D. L. Wilkinson and Francis 
M. Peterson. 

The bank prospered and its 
capital reached $37,500 by 
1927.

The Court Decree also re- 
quires all local Boards of 
Education to present to the 
state officials for approval 
the plan for the transporta- 
tion of students within their 
system. 

Shelby County’s proposed 
bus routes have been mapped 
out and are in Montgomery 
awaiting approval of the 
state. These proposed plans 
eliminate the overlapping and 
duplicating of bus routes 
wherever possible in order to 
comply with the Court De-

Maps showing the bus 
routes will be posted at each 
school and in the office of 
the County Superintendent 
as soon as approval is receiv- 
ed.

Historic Facts 
About Helena 


It is reported that the first 
white settlers in Helena, Ala., 
were headed by Colonel Grif- 
tin, who came about 1835. 
Among the early settlers were 
the Lees, Actons, Davidsons 
and Roys. 

The oldest church in Helena 
is Presbyterian, known as 
“Oid Harmony’’. The first buil- 
ding was erected in 1850 and 
stood in ground that is now 
enclosed by a cemetery. A new 
building, the present one, was 
built about 1880. The Baptist 
Church and the Masonic Lodge 
built a two-story building for 
church below and lodge above 
in 1877. The present Methodist 
Church was built in 1882. The 
Baptist built a new church in 
1910, 

The first school house for 
the public stood close beside 
the Old Harmony Church buil- 
ding, and among the old teach- 
ers were: Felix McLaughlin, 
Prof. Kirksey and Ollie Cost. 
About 1878 Dr. F. J. Tyler got 
the people interested in school, 
and through his efforts, a 
school lot was donated by J. 
W. Davidson who owned at one 
time nearly all the land now 
comprising the site of Helena. 
A two-story building was erec- 
ted by public donations, a good 
school, patronized by distant, 


as well as local, patronage 
was the result. This school 
building was burned about 


1889, and the three-room school 
house, one-story, was built 
about 1890. Later the town vo- 
ted bonds, and today Helena 
has a modern six-room, one- 
story building and auditorium, 
well heated and lighted. 

The old Ashville Public Road 
made a junction of the Elyton 
and Montevallo Stage Coach 
Road at Helena, and this was 
the mercantile center before 
the railroad came, and Helena 
absorbed Hillsboro as Birming- 
ham absorbed Elyton, 

The first railroad to come 
through Helena was the S. & 
N. A., extending from Mont- 
gomery to Decatur. It was 
completed so trains could get 
this far from Montgomery 
about 1870, and it was extend- 
ed to the present location in 
Birmingham in 1871, | 

In 1873 the Fell Brothers, Al- 
bert, Charles and Dickens, or- 
ganized the Central Iron 
Works. They rebuilt the Rol- 
ling Mill which had been des- 
troyed by the Yankees during 
the Civil War. These works 
changed hands and products 
several times before being dis- 
mantled.

Sparkman Favors 
Anti-Riot Bill 


Developments of the past 
week have enhanced the pros- 
pects for early Senate action 
on a bill to make it illegal 
to travel interstate for the 
purpose of inciting riots, ac- 
cording to a statement issued 
today by Sen. John Spark- 
man. 

“Some have contended that 
there has been no outside in- 
volvement in the various riots 
the nation has undergone 
this summer,” Sparkman said, 
“During the past few days we 
have seen alarming evidence 
to the contrary. One agitator 
allegedly traveled from Phil- 
adelphia, Pa., to Combridge, 
Md., to incite a riot which 
destroyed the homes and bus- 
inesses of many _ innocent 
Negroes. 

“He has been arrested and 


will be prosecuted. Another 
racial agitator is in Cuba 
now, consorting with the 


Communists. Not only has he 
been moving from state to 
state advocating violence but 
also he is violating U. S. 
restrictions on travel to Com- 
munist countries.” 

Sparkman’s references 
were obviously to H. Rap 
Brown ,who is charged with 
inciting a riot in Cambridge, 
Md., and Stokely Charmi- 
chael, who is visiting in Cuba. 
The activities of Brown and 
Charmichael have provided 
ammunition for support of 
the anti-riot bill, recently 
passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and now pend- 
ing in the U. S. Senate.

Dr. Louise Kuhl, 56, who 
served as a member of the 
Alabama College faculty for 
seven consecutive summers, 
1944-51, died at University 
Hospital in Birmingham 
Tuesday morning. 

A native of Beatrice, Neb. 
Dr. Kuh! held degrees from 
the University of Nebraska, 
and the M. A, and Ph.D de- 
grees from the University of

We further abhore 
the unlawful sport among our 
teen agers commonly called 
“drag racing” on public roads 
and highways in this county, 
and urge all citizens to report 
known drag racing to the law 
enforcement officers and such 
persons found guilty of drag 
racing to be punished by jail 
terms and not by fines alone 
by the courts of this county. 

The Grand Jury also ex- 
pressed sympathy to Circuit 
Court Judge A. L. Hardegree 
in the illness of his wife.

Sheriff Walker, president 
of the Alabama Sheriffs As- 
sociation, gave the keynote 
address and reported to the 
members on the association's 
two main projects — increas- 
ing the allowance for feeding 
prisoners and the Sheriff's 
Boys Ranch. 

Walker reported that the 
feeding allowance had been 
increased from $.60 per day 
to $.90 for prisoners being 
held in county jails. 

Members of the association 
proposed the following: 

1. Abolish the fee system, 

2, Standardize the uniforms 
worn by sheriffs and deputy 
sheriffs as to type, color and 
badge. 

8. Standardize throughout 
the state sheriff departments’ 
automobiles as to color and 
markings. 

4. The district attorney of 
each county should authorize 
the moving of prisoners in- 
stead of the probate judges, 

5. Recommended that laws 
governing the executions of 


search warrants not be 
changed. The sheriffs felt 
the bill introduced in the 


state legislature would pro- 
vide little control over the 
execution of the search war- 
rants and would invade the 
privacy of the citizen. 

Following the convention

Hawks Vs. Chicks 
In UA Test 


Bobwhite quail chicks are 
following a hawk at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama and they 
think she’s their mother. 

The chicks are subjects in 
a psychological experiment 
to see which bird instinct is 
stronger — imprinting, (fol- 
lowing a larger bird) or the 
natural fear of a preditor. 

In the experiment, perform- 
ed by Dr. Kenneth B. Melvin 
and two graduate students, 
a circular runway was built 
with a swing perch which 
rotated around it. The hawk 
sat on the swing, and the 
chicks followed her in a circle, 
and some grew very upset 
when they fell behind and she 
was out of sight. 

Seven of the 18 chicks used 
were strongly imprinted to 
the hawk, which showed that 
the reaction to the preditor 
is a rather individual trait, 
rather than a group reaction.

CASTING PROBLEMS 


In many cases, fishermen 
have become overly dependent 
on the use of snap connectors 
and swivels. While they simpli- 
fy and speed plug-changing 
chores, they may hamper ac- 
tion on certain lures. 

Effectiveness of many sur- 
face plugs and jigs depends on 
action imparted by the angler. 
A dangling swivel can dampen 
the effect of a sharp rod twitch, 
and even a short wire leader 
can cause the same lackadaisi- 
cal response. 


When selecting a plug or 
spoon for the day’s first cast, 
carefully check the water and 
sky. If tha water's clear, pick 
a dull color and finish; for 
murky _ conditions, choose 
bright finishes and vivid colors. 
The same applies when con- 
sidering which way to go when 
the sky is blue or overcast. 
Just remember: go the opposite 
way ... most of the time. 


Many plug casting problems 
encountered with modern fiber- 
glass fishing rods involve stick- 
ing ferrules. Never twist rod 
sections to free balky ferrules; 
instead, heat slightly with a 
match or cigarette lighter and 
pull apart.

Student Integration 
Order Explained 


This is the fourth and 
final article of a_ series 
dealing with the effect re- 
cent court rulings will have 
on the Shelby County school 
system this fall. 


The following are excerps 
from Exhibit “A” Section 
I of the March 22, 1967 Court 
Order of the U. 8. District 
Court for the Middle District 
of Alabama: 

Who May Exercise Choice. 
A choice of schools may be 
excercised by a parent or 
other adult person serving as 
the student’s parent. A stu- 
dent may exercise his own 
choice if he (1) is exercising 
a choice for the ninth or high- 
er grade, or (2) has reach the 
age of fifteen at the time of 
the exercise of choice. Such 
a choice by a student is con- 
trolling unkess a different 
choice is exercised for him 
by his parent or other adult 
person serving as his par- 
ent during the choice period 
or at such later time as the 
student exercises a choice, 

Mandatory Exercise of 
Choice. A failure to exercise 
a choice within the choice 
period (May 1—Junel, 1967) 
will not preclude any student 
from exercising a choice at 
any time before he commen- 
ces school for the year with 
respect to which the choice 
applies, but such choice may 
be subordinated to the choices 
of students who exercised 
choice before the expiration 
of the choice period. Any 
student who has not exercised 
his choice of school within a 


Choice,” and in exceptional 
cases where, absent the con- 
sideration of race, a change 
is educationally called for or 
where compelling hardship is 
shown by the student. 
Preference in Assignment, 
In assigning students to 
schools, no preference will be 
given to any student for prior 
attendance at a school and 
except with the approval of 
the State Superintendent of 
Education in extraordinary 
circumstances, no choice will 
be denied for any reason

Three Buildings 


Three major buildings at 
Alabama College will bear the 
names of a trio of prominent 
state leaders formerly asso- 
ciated with the liberl arts 
college. 

Recent action by the col- 
lege’s Board of Trustees of- 
ficially named the building— 
a dormitory, the physical edu- 
cation building and the stu- 
dent center honoring a 
former Board of Trustees 
chairman and two faculty 
members, all now deceased, 

The dormitory, known since 
its construction in 1961 as 


New Men’s Hall, is named 
Nelson Owen Fuller Hall 
The four-story structure 


houses over 200 students. 
Fuller, a prominent Centre- 
ville attorney, served as a 
member of the AC Board of 
Trustees for 24 years, 12 of 
these as chairman of the 
Executive Committee. 
During his tenure fs a 
Board member, Alabama Col- 
lege became a co-educational 
institution, established an 
honors program for under- 
graduate students, instituted 
& program of graduate stu- 
dies, and initiated a European 
Summer Seminar series. 
Under this guidance the col- 
lege was placed on the ap- 
proved list of the Association 
of American Universities. 
Fuller retired as a Trustee 
in January 1963, and was 


awarded the honorary Doctor 
of Laws degree from AC in 
June 1965. 

The college’s physical edu- 
cation building is named for 


the late Geneva Inez Myrick, 
Opened in 1964, the building 
combines a gymnasium, field 
house, classrooms and facul- 
ty offices under one roof. 

Miss Myrick, a native of 
Deatsville, served on the AC 
faculty from 1952 until her 
death in May, 1966. She was 
an AC graduate and received 
her Master of Arts degree 
from Peabody College in 
Nashville, 

Prior to her return to Mon- 
tevallo she taught physical 
education in state high 
schools and at Auburn Univer- 
sity. She held top posts in 
professional associations at 
local, state, regional and na- 
tional levels, and got num- 
e1ous honors for outstanding 
service in the field of health, 
education and recreation, 

The student center, in op- 
eration on the Montevallo 
campus since October 1965, is 
named for Dr. Hallie Farmer, 
noted educator, author and 
civic leader in Alabama, She 
was hailed as the “undisputed 
champion of Alabama's politi- 
cally-minded women,” and 
was active in prison reform 
movements as well as lead- 
ing the campaign for Jury 
service for women, 

Dr. Farmer served as fa~ 
culty member and chairman 
of the social sciences depart- 
ment at AC from 1925 until 
1956 when she retired. She 
was elected to the Monteval- 
lo Town Council for two four- 
year terms, and was founder 
and state president of the

DESCRIBES KOREA ALERT 


Ed. Note: Sgt. King says 
“I wrote this in hope it will 
let the people of Shelby 
County know more about 
the American soldier in 
Korea.” 


King has been stationed 
in Korea seven and one-half 
months. His wife Julia, 
lives in Chelsea,

It was 4 o'clock in the 
morning on a warm August 
day and all American soldiers 
were sleeping. In one more 
hour they would be getting 
up. But suddenly it happened. 
The Alert Siren started blow- 
ing and the Seventh Infan- 
try Division in Korea started 
moving. 

Half-awake GI’s put on 
their fatigues and combat 
web gear. Rifles and pistols 
were quickly drawn from the 
Arms Room. It was like a 
mad rush, but everyone knew 
his job and exactly what had 
to be done. 

Within minutes the 2/32nd 
Infantry of the 7th. Infantry 
Division was moving out of 
Camp to a_ pre-determined 
area, The Infantry soldiers 
were walking with the motars 
close behind on wheels. A 
quick pace was set so every- 
one could be in their positions 


before enemy artillery could 
hit the convoy of soldiers and 
vehicles. 


When they arrived at their 


area, troops were quickly 
placed in camoflagued posi- 
tions. Everyone stayed quiet 
and waited for word as to 
where the enemy was. As 
dawn was breaking, everyone 
was warned again about stay- 
ing low and quiet. Area Recon 
Patrols were sent out in dif- 
ferent directions. Their mis- 
sion was to locate the enemy. 


The next three or four 
hours moved by very slowly. 
Chow was served to 50 per- 
cent of the Companies while 
the other 50 per cent stayed 
in positions and guarded. 
Plattoon and Squad Leaders 
were briefed on the situation. 
After the briefing, each 
Squad Leader went to each 
of his positions and let the 
men know what was happen- 
ing and what to expect, 


It was now 9 a.m. and all 
the Patrols had returned 
There wasn’t any enemy spot- 
ted by the Patrols, 

Suddenly, the word came 
over the field phone to all 
Squad Leaders. “Return all 
men to the Company Charlie

Leonard Beard, Director 
of the State Planning and 
Industrial Development Board 
faces this inquiry frequently 
in letters, personal conversa- 
tions, and conferences with 
municipal delegations.

NEW STAMP! Reporter 


Conservation Director 
Claude D. Kelley announced 
Tuesday that the new 1968 
Federal duck hunting stamp, 
when affixed to either a 1966- 
67 Alabama hunting license 
or 8 1967-68 license, will be 
honored by law enforcement 
personnel of the Department 
of Conservation during the 
special September teal sea- 
son, 

Kelley pointed out that if 
the Federal duck hunting 
stamp is attached to the 
1966-67 Alabama license, that 
this license, in addition to 
the 1967-68 license, must be 
in possession of the hunter 
when hunting waterfowl dur- 
ing the regular waterfowl 
season which begins in Nov- 
ember. 

Kelley said this ruling will 
apply to duck hunters only.

THE CAST MAKES 
THE DIFFERENCE 


You don’t have to be able to 
hit a dime at forty paces in 
order to catch fish consistent- 
ly, but it helps. 

Accurate casting probably 
accounts for as many full 
stringers as any other single 
factor. During the summer 
months, especially, fish are fat 
and particular, and aren’t in- 
clined to grab just any morsel 
that happens their way. 

Fish become lazy — even 
spoiled, say the fishing ex- 
perts at Mercury outboards. 
To interrupt this lethargy, it's 
necessary to serve up a lure 
on a silver platter. In other 
words, you must literally wave 
it under his nose to make him 
strike. 

Obtaining sufficient casting 
ability to entice a lunker out 
of his cozy lair is simply a 
matter of observing the follow- 
ing basic rules, and then apply- 
ing them with much practice: 
Aim, back cast, forward cast, 
stop. 

These four steps, correctly 

performed, are the secret to 
casting. First, aim your rod 
like you would a rifle and 
concentrate on the target. 
Using your elbow as a pivot, 
bring the rod back smoothly, 
and halt it when almost ver- 
tical. Then snap it forward 
with a firm down stroke, apply- 
ing extra wrist power. 
’ When the rod reaches a point 
halfway between the vertical 
and horizontal position, ease 
off with your thumb or finger 
to permit the line to pay off. 
When the lure approaches its 
target, feather it to a stop. 

The important thing about 
casting is to get in plenty of 
practice. If you can knock out 
that proverbial gnat’s eye in 
the backyard, you'll score con- 
sistently on the lakes and 
rivers. Good casting means 
good fishing.

FOR WATER 


Shelby County is benefitt- 
ing from new ground water 
exploration methods, 

P. E. Lamoreau, Alabama’s 
State Geologist reported that 
geology in the Piedmont lend 
itself to the new refraction 
seismic and electrical resiati- 
vity methods, 

Located in east-central Al- 
abama, the Piedmont occu- 
pies a triangular area of 
about 4,400 square miles, It 
includes all of Chambers, 
Clay, Cleburne, Coosa, and 
Randolph and Tallapoosa 
Counties and parts of Cal- 
houn, Chilton, Elmore, Lee, 
Shelby and Talladega. 

Increasing demands of in- 
dustries and municipalities 
there have made it necessary 
to drill into water-bearing 
fracture systems in the large- 
ly crystalline bedrock. 

In his report Lamoreaux 
noted that Alabama affords 
unrivaled opportunities for 
intelligent water use, but that 
in the Piedmont geology gen- 
erally prohibits vast water 
reserves. 

For this reason, the new 
methods of exploration are 
particularly useful in con- 
junction with test drilling, 
surface mapping and aerial 
photo interpretation.

Wet and wild was the wea- 


ther last week in Shelby 
County. 
Almost 10 inches of rain 


fell during a 48-hour period 
beginning at 7 a.m. Wednes- 
day (Aug. 23) to 7 a.m. last 
Friday, The official weather 
reporting station in Monte- 
vallo recorded more than 
three inches of rainfall Wed- 
nesday and more than six 
inches of rain on Thursday. 


According to the U. S&S. 
Weather Bureau an inch of 
rainfall is the amount of rain- 
required to rise to a level of 
one inch on a level surface 
with no absorption, run-off 
or evaporation. 


According to reports, Col- 
umbiana apparently received 
the most damage from the 
rains on Thursday. At least 
one home was evacuated after 
a drainage ditch adjacent to 
the house overflowed. 

Several houses near the in- 
tersection of the Columbiana 
By-Pass and the Saginaw 
Highway were in danger be- 
Sore the rain diminished. 

One entrance on Phillip 
Circle from highway 70 was 
closed due to the high water 
level in that area. 

Several cars stalled in the 
water that collected near 
Smith-Franks Hardware and 
the Columbiana Dari-Delite. 
Water was over the running 
boards of a dump truck at- 
tempting to travel the dirt 
road directly behind Smith 
Franks Hardware. 

At least three entrances to 
Columbiana were deemed im- 
passable by motorists during 
the height of the flood wa- 
ters. 

Occurences during the high 
waters were major crises at 
the time to the people in- 
volved but after the water re- 
ceded, they became more 
humorous. 

Employees of Farr’s Gar- 
age in Columbiana were kept 
busy chasing down their tires 
as they floated from the 
building. As soon as the tires 
were returned to the garage 
off they would float again. 


Employees of Stinson Bu- 
tane-Propane Gas Company 
of Columbiana held a real 
western round-up with their 
bottled-gas tanks.

Shelby County Mayors Hear 
Tom Stubbs, Southern Bell 


Representatives of the Shel- 


by County Mayors Associa- 
tion, at its August meeting 
held last week, quizzed Shel- 
by County Representative 
Tom Stubbs regarding the 
municipalities share of tax on 
car tags and gasoline. 

The mayors also asked 
representatives of Southern 
Bell about the absence of yel- 
low pages for Birmingham 
establishments in telephone 
directories distributed in 
Shelby County. 

Representative Stubbs told 
the mayors that Shelby Coun- 
ty has 1.1% of the total state 
population and 1.25% of the 
total number of vehicles reg- 
istered in Alabama, 

Stubbs reported that from 
the $3 tag Shelby County col- 
lects approximately $180,000. 
A conservative estimate for 
the $13.00 tag, according to 
Stubbs, would be approxi- 
mately $500,000. 


The Shelby County Repre- 
sentative stated, however, 
that it would be difficult to 
estimate the total amount 
with any degree of accuracy, 
because of the varying costs 
of truck tags. 

Stubbs indicated that last 
year $120,000 in tag revenue 
from Shelby County came 
from trucks. The remaining 
$60,000 was produced by au- 
tomobile tags. 

Seventy-two percent of the 


ear and truck tag revenue 
collected in Shelby County; 
goes to the State. 

In commenting on the 


amount of gasoline tax avail- 
able to municipalities, Stubbs 
indicated that a town must 
submit a plan to the State 
Highway Department show- 
ing that gasoline tax money 
will be used on existing roads 
and _ streets, rights-ofway, 
storm sewers, side walks and 


similar facilities, Gasoline 
tax money cannot be used to 
open sub-divisions,

Drivers have been assigned, 
As in previous years, the dri- 
ver is to maintain discipline on 
the bus as well as be 1esponsi- 
ble for the actual driving. 

Three vocational depart- 
ments will be added to the 
county system this year: W. A.

Here are examples 
of how it works. 


An_ innocuous-looking little 
spider named “The Brown Re- 
cluse” has recently been found to 
be even more dangerous than the 
long-feared “Black Widow.” 

The Brown Recluse has be- 
come enough of a health problem 
—-several deaths and a number of 
serious bites—to become a subject 
of a research study and a recent 
report published in the Medical 
News Section of the Journal of 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 


Ross Bob Mullins and part- 
ners of near the county seat 
town of Columbiana produce 
turkey eggs. They have two 
10,000 square foot floor space 
nouses that accomodate 1,600 
hens each. A _ third house 
takes care of 300 to 400 tom 
turkeys. 


They also have a 16 by 20 
foot concrete block construct- 
ed egg house with tempera- 
ture and humidity control 
facilities along with facilities 
for disinfectng the eggs. 

Mullins can expect 80 to 100 
eggs per hen during the lay- 
ing season which extends 
from early November through 
April, The layers are used 
only one season and then 
picked up by the contractor 
and processed into turkey 
roast. “The hens and toms 
are in excellent condition for 
processing without additional 
feed at the end of the laying 
season,” Thompson explained. 

The tom birds weigh 40 
to 50 pounds and the hens 
weigh 20 to 30 pounds. They 
are white turkeys. 

The contractor, a feed com- 
pany, provides the layers and 
toms, feed, medication and 
artificial insemination of the 


The spider tries to steer clear 
of humans—hence its name— but 
because it likes to hide in dark 
recesses of buildings, it comes un- 
der inadvertent human assault in 


bedding, shoes and other places 
where it seeks daytime refuge. 

The Brown Recluse has been 
found in at least 13 states in the 
South, Southwest and Midwest, 
and is thought to be moving into 
other sections of the country. Be- 
cause of the spider's tendency to 
retreat into wadded-up newspa- 
pers or blankets or other dark 
areas in daytime, it easily could 
be transported north by vaca- 
tioners to states where it has not 
yet been seen. 

The spider may bite without 
the victim being aware of it.

Black Widow, both males and fe- 
males can inject venom. 

Pain may be felt in two to 
eight hours, followed by inflam- 
mation of the skin, blistering, 
hemorrhage and ulceration. 

Of the Brown Recluse's bite, 
one researcher told JAMA News: 

“Several deaths have been 
attributed to this spider. Our data 
indicate a biological poison much 
more potent than known snake 
venoms, and probably more toxic 
than venom from the Black Wid- 
ow spider.” Exactly how the ven- 
om acts remains to be determined. 

Treatment involves injection 
of a medication over a period of 
days and in more serious cases 
hospitalization.

Billy Thompson, turkey su- 
pervisor of the Trussville, Al- 
abama Ralston Purina plant 
estimates that their phant 
will put down pproximately 
200,000 turkey poults in Shel- 
by County this year, He des- 
cribes soil conditions — rol 
ling, sandy areas — good tur- 
key country. 


Thompson estimated cost 
of poults ready for the range 
to be approximately $1.50 to 
$2.50 each at six to 10 weeks 
old ,average for tom and hen 
poults, They are using a kei- 
thly — McPhevian cross of 
the broad breasted white 
turkey. 


As an indication of the vol- 
ume of poultry production in 
the area, Thompson stated 
that the Trussville plant pro- 
cesses over one and one-half 
million turkeys annually and 
50,000 to 60,000 broilers daily 
five days each week annually, 
or over 15 and one-half mil- 
lion broilers annually.

HIGH, TIGHT AND LOOSE 


Just tie into a good sized fish 
and get set .. . not necessarily 
for the eating, but for a liberal 
supply of unsolicited advice on 
how to whip that 
lunker out on the end of the 
line. 


For some odd reason, 
strangers who wouldn’t ordin- 
arily give away the leavings in 
the bait bucket, suddenly burst 
forth with shouts of encourage- 
ment or warnings, all intended 
to be helpful. The net result is 
confusion. It’s about like a 
husband teaching his wife to 
drive a car. 

Advice on landing fish, note 
the fishing authorities at 
Mercury outboards, seems to 
be more readily available than 
the fish themselves. And, 
though most of it is sound, it 
may or may not apply to a 
particular situation. 

For example, the common ad- 
monition to keep your rod tip 
high has another school of 
thought that says to keep it 
low and to the side at right 
angles. Both are right. But 
when and where? 


In one instance, it makes 
sense to utilize the resistance 
of water against the line by 
keeping the tip low when the 
fish skitters across the surface. 
It really makes no difference 
when slugging it out with a 
deep-running fish, and it cer- 
tainly won't work when you're 
fighting in close quarters, 
ri partners or brush at either 
side. 

Aerial antics by a fish draw 
plenty of advice: drop the tip, 
raise the rod, loosen the line 
or tighten up. Advice is valid 
only when it applies to the task 
at hand. If the line is short 
and you're using a heavy plug 
that can be rattled loose, pick 
up the line during the jump. 
But if you have a bit of line 
underwater you won't be able 
to do anything anyway, so ease 
off and hope for the best. 

During a fight, fish are apt to 
do the unexpected, like sud- 
denly releasing a lure that 
wasn’t hooked in the first place, 
or falling back on the line, 
sometimes snapping free or 
wrapping themselves up like a 
mummy. 

Instinct and experience prob- 
ably land more fish than advice, 
say the Mercury lads. If you 
really feel in need of the latter, 
just give and take the best 
you can.

All over the nation Ameri- 
can males are tossing and kicking 
and running with footballs, all 
the way from cight-year-olds in 
the backyard to junior and senior 
high and college teams to the big 
bruisers of the professional 


leagues. i} 4 


Football is a rough contact 
sport and inevitably will produce 
its full quota of bumps and 
bruises, strains and sprains, cuts 
and gashes. Most of these aren't 
serious and the lads concerned 
are back in the game shortly. 

A thorough medical exami- 
nation is highly important for 
boys preparing to go out for foot- 
ball to make certain that a lad 
has no physical conditions that 
should be noted before he begins 
the rigorous training and hard 
knocks of the game. 

Proper physical conditioning 
hardens the body and increases 
resistance to fatigue, thus helping 
to prevent injury. A minimum of 
three weeks of conditioning are 
recommended prior to the first 
game of the season. Coaches and 
physicians are alert to the fact 
that many injuries occur when 
the player is tiring and thus less 
alert. 

Careful coaching enables the 
players to perform better and 
thus become less prone to injury. 
Good officiating makes for better 
games and also helps to protect 
players. Proper equipment and 
facilities also are important to re- 
duce injuries. Good first aid pro- 
cedures and medical care, with a 
physician readily available for 
practice drills and on the bench 
during games, are major factors 
in cutting down on serious in- 
juries. 

Precautions against the ex- 
treme heat of early season days 
also are important. Many coaches 
are now scheduling the hot 
weather workouts in early morn- 
ing and late afternoon to avoid 
the heat of the day. The old rule 
against drinking water during 
drills and games has long since 
been proved invalid and danger- 
ous. Water and salt is necessary 
to replace fluids lost through co- 
pious sweating.’ 

If your boy is playing on an 
organized team, the chances are 
good that all of these safeguards 
are observed. If most of his play- 
ing is done on a vacant lot in the 
afternoons and on Saturdays, it 
becomes the parents’ responsibil- 
ity to see that the player has the 
benefit of the safe guarding prin- 
ciples. ’

Historic Facts 
About Shelby 


Some years ago when I was 
associated with Shelby Coun- 
ty High School Music Depart- 
ment, a student by the name 
of Geraldine Bates asked me 
how to go about entering the 
journalistic field as a career, 
Where to go to get something 
interesting to write about— 
etc — She chose her home 
town, Shelby — and here are 
some facts Geraldine collected 
about this age old town—now 
ghout to emerge into — pos- 
nibly, a busy, bustling recre- 
ation area before many more 
years roll by, 


Here is the article bearing 
the title: 


“GHOST TOWN” 


A century ago, Shelby was 
an important industrial town. 
A great deal of Alabama’s 
iron came from the huge fur- 
naces found there. 


Iron was first made in 
Shelby in 1818. At that time 
there were no furnaces. It was 
picked up and put into a pot 
or forge, as the pot was call- 
ed, The iron was melted and 
beaten into the desired shape. 


In 1838, Horace Ware, a 
young man 18 years of age, 
came to Shelby. He saw the 
forges and decided they would 
be good investments. He im- 
proved the forges and com- 
pleted a furnace in 1844. 


Ware could only manufac- 
ture four tons of iron per day 
with the furnaces. Hollow- 
ware could be made with it. 
Flat iron was made by hand. 


Quite a bit of flat iron was 
accumulated. It was taken to 
nearby rivers and shipped, on 
a flat boat, to Wetumpka and 
other towns. There were no 
railroads at that time, so the 
rivers were the only means 
éf Shipping besides oxcarts. 


Much of the iron was haul- 
ed by oxcart to a creek near 
Brierfield, where it was ship- 
ped out. 


Ware realized his pressing 
need for timber. In 1845, he 
took McClanahan, a wealthy 
timber man from Colorado, as 
& partner, 


They built larger furnaces 
and in 1856 they completed a 
rolling mill, which made the 
first cotton ties ever made in 
Alabama, They also made the 
first railroad rails in Ala- 
bama, 


About 1857 they took the 
name of the Shelby Iron 
works, The business kept ex- 
panding until the Civil War 
came on. 


The Confederate arsenal 
was at Holley Springs, Miss., 
After the fall of Vicksburg, 
part of the machinery was 
brought to Columbiana and 
erected where the Southern 
Depot now is. Munitions for 
the Confederacy were manu- 
factured there. 

During the latter part of 
March 1865, Shelby was prac- 
tically destroyed by Wilson’s 
Raid. Immediately after the 
surrender of the Southern 
Confederacy, Mr. Ware ar- 
ranged for a stock company 
i rebuild Shelby.

Conrad M. Fowler, Shelby 
County’s Judge of Probate is

The new furnaces were 
completed about three months 
after the first furnace in the 
Birmingham area was com- 
pleted. That occurred in the 
fall of 1866. Improvements in 
the manufacture of iron were 
made at different periods, 

In 1875 the Shelby Iron 
Works exhibited their iron at 
a Paris Exhibition in Paris, 
France, where they won blue 
ribbons for the best pig iron 
exhibited. i 

In the early years of the 
Shelby Iron Works, the Pratt 
Gin Co., of Prattville, Ala., 
was one of its most important 
customers. Later, the bulk of 
Shelby Iron went into the 
manufacture of cart wheels. 
Still later, the iron went into 
high class stoves and parts 
for plows. 

The last run of iron from 
furnaces in Shelby was made 
on the first day of Aug. 1923. 
Since that date, no iron has 
been manufactured but ores 
are going into high quality 
steel in the Birmingham dis- 
trict. 

Visiting this quiet country 
town, one would never suspect 
that it was, only a century 
ago, a noisy, smokey, boom 
town with many possibilities.”

Shelby County’s corporat- 
ions and residences are worth 
24 and a half million dollars. 


At least that is their assess- 
ed valuation as determined by 
the County Board of Equaliza- 
tion. 


The figure was released last 
week by the tax assessor, Ross 
Bob Mullins, as he completed 
his annual tally. 

This is an increase of near- 
ly four million dollars over 
last year. 

Still to be figured is the to- 
tal valuation of utilities, rail- 
roads and automobiles, 

Exact figures on the valua- 
tion of corporations and resi- 
dences, according to Mullins 
are: 

1967: $24,498,790 

1966: $20,522,810 
Increase: $ 3,975,980 

County officials note that 
this increase in valuation will 
help offset the loss expected

in total tax collections this 


year. The loss will come as a 


result of the reduced tax rate 
ordered by state courts this 


summer in a case brought to 


court by the L. and N. Rail- 
road. 


All railroad and utilities in 
Alabama have been taxed at 
the rate of 40 per cent of ass- 
essed valuation, but now will 
be taxed at the rate of 30 per 
cent, 

The Shelby County Board of 
Equalization uses 20 per cent 
of the assessed valuation of 
improved land as the basis for 
property tax collections. 

Mullins estimates that if the 
railroad had not won its suit 
Shelby County’s total valuat- 
ion would have been over $80, 
600,000 this year. However, 
with the reduced essessment 
on utilities and railroads, Mul- 
lins feels the total will be

County High School building 
opened its doors to approxim- 
500 students Tuesday morn- 
ing, September 5, at nine 
v’clock in a capacity filled 
new auditorium.

ped athletic facilities, includ- 
ing highly trained coaches, a 
modern gymnasium and spac- 
ious concrete stadium, How- 
ever, the spirit of the school, 
through former years, and its 
dedicated teaching personnel 
are possibly responsible for 
the auspicious opening friends 
and patrons of the school wit- 
nessed on the above named 
occasion. 

Buster Suttle, president of 
Student Council, opened the 
program Tuesday morning 
promptly at nine o’clock. He 
presented Kathy McCormick 
who gave the devotional after 
which Suttle extended a cord- 
ial welcome to students and 
visitors. Following this event, 
the Cheerleaders and Major- 
ettes, in new and colorful cos- 
tumes presented their routin- 
es which were loudly acclaimed 
by the student body.

Two bills of special signif- 
icance to the Shelby County 
sheriff’s department were pas- 
sed in legistative sessions just 
concluded in Montgomery. 


Estimates of the cost to 
the county go as high as $40, 
000 — $46,000. 


One bill will add three new 
deputies, raise salaries of dep- 
uties, and provide an allow- 
ance for uniforms. As written, 
this law is to go into effect 
“immediately”. All costs are 
to be paid from the county's 
general fund,

The other bill effective last 
April 20 permits the sheriff 
to collect a $5 fee for issuing

To New System 


A slight change in ap- 
pearance can be noted 
in this week's edition of 
the Reporter. 

The difference in ap- 
pearance is attributable 
to the beginning of a 
changeover in product- 
ion methods, a change- 
over designed to prod- 
uce a bigger and better 
Shelby County Reporter. 

All issues of the 
Reporter in the past 
have utilized a linotype 
machine for the “prod- 
uction of type. With 
this issue, some of the 
type is being produced 
on an IBM Selectric Com- 
poser. 

Eventually, the lino- 
type will be phased-out 
and virtually all type 
will be produced by the 
‘cold type’ method. 

The Reporter took del- 
ivery of its new composer 
this week Coupled with 
the purchase of a new off- 
set press last month, it 
marks the second step in 
an equipment modern- 
ization program. 

The new method of 
producing type is still 
more or less in the exp- 
erimental stage. Delivery 
date for additional equip-. 
ment, including a magnet- 
ic tape activated compu- 
ter is 18 months away. 

Recently acquired equ- 


ipment is expected to 
make obsolete the ‘hot 
type’ method of prod- 
ucing a newspaper. It 
will eliminate the nec- 
essity of melting lead and 
will do away with the 
familiar clickety-clack of 
the linotype machine. 

Replacing the boiling 
lead pots and the ungai- 
nly appearing linotype 
is a compact electronic 
unit, resembling an ov- 
ersize and slightly com- 
plicated electric type— 
writer. 

The Selectric Comp- 
oser is One of the latest 
technical developments 
of IBM. The Reporter's 
is one of two in Alaba- 
ma. 

Upon delivery of ad- 
ditional electronic equip- 
ment, the Selectronic Co- 
mposer will become an 
integral unit of a comp- 
letely computerized type 
setting system. 

When Reporter person- 
nel become familiar with 
the new equipment, it 
promises to be a far more 
efficient piece of print- 
ing machinery than the 
venerable linotype. 

It also promises to 
produce a bigger, more 
readable and better 
Shelby County Repor- 
ter.

485 PISTOLS PERMITS 


Since the new fee went in- 
to effect 485 new permits and 
renewals have been issued, ac- 
cording to Mrs, Armstrong in 
Sheriff C. P. Walker’s office, 

Sheriff Walker says his de. 
partment has already bought 
two new cameras for criminal 
investigative work with funds 
from the fees. Walker reports 
that other uses of the fund 
will be for police training, 
conferences and equipment.

“Experience” can be with 
any recognized law enforce- 
ment agency in the U. S. 

Previously all deputies re- 
ceived $350 per month regard- 
less of experience. 

The day jailer’s salary will 
increase from $300 to $400 
per month. 

The night jailer will now 
receive $300 instead of $210, 

The deputies’ uniform fund 
was increased from $12.50 to 
$20.00 per month, 

Stubbs said no _ provision 
was included in the bill for 
raising the money to pay 
these added costs, 

He said no tax increase will 
be necessary since the money 
will come from the county

general fund. 

Stubbs’ confidence in pay- 
ing for the additional law en- 
forcement is not shared by the 
Board of Revenue and Control, 
the Reporter learned.

The bill which finally 
passed both houses of the 
legislature last week re- 
ducing Tuskegee Instit- 
ute’s appropriation was 
authored by Tom Stubbs 
Jr. of Shelby County. 


The law reduces Tus 
kegee’s appropriation from 
$670,466 to $470,466. 


Stubbs had earlier intro 


duced bills which would 
have set the funds even 
lower. 

In his remarks on the 
amendments, Representa- 
tive Stubbs stated that 
statistics showed the fa- 
mous Negro College alre- 
ady has available almost 
$9,000,000. This amount 
is six times as much as is 
available to a state supp- 
orted college with com 


parable enrolment. 

Tuskegee has funds 
available through invest- 
ments in stocks, bonds 
and endowments from all 
over the United States, 
Stubbs said. 

Stubbs also pointed

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Goose Blind Drawing 
Deadline Is Oct. 2 


The dates preferred by 
most hunters are between 
November 29 to January 6, 
1968, Between those dates 
both geese and ducks are in 
season on the refuge. 


If you don’t mind getting 
up shortly after midnight 
driving some 150 miles and 
shivering in a duck blind, 
then goose hunting at the 
Wheeler Refuge in Decatur is 
the sport for you. 

Because applications for 
one of the 50 two-man blinds 
generally exceed the number 
of blinds for each day of hunt- 
ing, a drawing will be held on 
October 2. 


For those who have never 
sat in a duck blind and watched" 
thousands of waterfowl stream- 
ing across the brilliant oranges 
and reds of sunrise have 
missed an extravagenza of 
life. 


Whether you are successfull 
or not in drawing, you will re- 
ceive a notification from the 
managers. 


Now is the time to get 
started planning for a goose 
hunt on the Wheeler Refuge. 
Goose season opens in Ala- 
bama on Nov. 6 and nine 
days later the Wheeler Re 
fuge is open to hunters. 


If you are a successful ap- 
plicant, you must submit your y 
blind reservation on the day 
of the hunt with a $4.00 blind 
fee to the refuge managers. 
You also must have a valid 
duck stamp attached to your 
Alabama hunting license. 


A person desiring to hunt 
on the refuge must make 
application to the refuge 
before Oct. 2. To get your 
name in the pot for a blind, 
send a single post card listing 
your preferred date and sev- 
eral optional dates to Wheel- 
er Refuge,P. O. Box 1643, 


Decatur, Ala. 35601. 


Refuge hunts this year 
will be Wednesday through 
Saturdays, the remaining 
days in the week are to allow 
the geese and ducks a chance 
to rest. 


Since the person with a 
blind reservation can take 
along a friend you will have a 
better chance of getting a 
blind if you and your hunt- 
ing buddy will each send in a 
post card with different 
days.

This morning, we received a 
letter from a friend of ours 
who had just spent a week 
end in historic old Philadelp- 
hia. We immediately thought 
of the old Liberty Bell — but 
we had forgotten many inter-

{ \up with the following facts 
which you will enjoy reading. 

; The great Liberty Bell 
hangs in Independence Hall 
in Philadelphia where both the 
Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution were pro- 
claimed, 

It is guarded day and night 
by three armed guards, who 
never take their eyes off of it, 
It is 12 feet in circumference 
around the lip and 7 feet 6 
inches around the crown, The 


metal is three inches thich at 
the lip, the clapper is three 
feet two inches long and the 
overall weight is 2,080 pounds.

REVENUE BOARD REVIEWS 
HIGHWAY PRIORITIES 


There were no dull moments 
in Monday’s meeting of the 
Shelby County Board of Reve- 
and Control. 

Representatives of Southern 
Haulers, Inc. appeared before 
the Board (see story on Calera 
Skyline elsewhere in this issue.) 
The afternoon session bro 


The afternoon session bro- 
ught a lively discussion among 
Board members themselves as 
to the County’s road-building 
program. 

Alton Parker, (D, Vincent) 
entered several arguments in fa- 
vor of scheduling the county’s 
heavy machinery for his dis- 
trict sooner than anticipated, 

The ensuing discussion bro- 
ught out the following interest- 
ing points: 

The Board suspended the 
normal schedule earlier this 
year in order to work on the 
“river road projects”. This was 
felt to be in the county-wide 
interest, 

With the anticipated raising 
of the level of Lay lake on the 
Coosa River this winter, the 
Board felt these roads should 
have priority. 

The Alabama Power Co. on 
March 14, 1966 paid the county 
$417,507 for roads that would 
be flooded by the new water 
level and for building roads 
and bridges. 

This sum was invested in 
bonds which are now being 
redeemed as needed to pay for 
work in progress. Accumulated 
interest has already brought in 
about $20,000. 

The Board long ago decided 
to do the river projects with 
county equipment rather than 
contract it to outsiders, 

James Ray, County Engineer 
said that the county saves 30% 
on the work done by the 
county, The money saved has 
been spent on additional equip- 
ment: a $43,000 Grade-all, a 
new Road Patrol and extra 
trucks, 

These will later speed up 
work in the individual dis— 
tricts. 


The Board has adopted the 
policy of no longer permitting 
county equipment to be used 
in site preparation for new in- 
dustries. It has curtailed com- 
mittments to schools also. 

The Board’s Chairman, Pro- 
bate Judge Conrad Fowler, em- 
phasized that the county’s gen- 
eral fund gets most of its re- 
ceipts in December and January 
of each year when the tax col- 
lector “settles up”, yet the 
county’s budget has to be ona 
year-around basis. 

J. C. Acton, Republican Bo- 
ard member from North Helena 
commented that some people 
have the impression the county 
has a surplus of funds. But, he 
insists, “There is no surplus. 
It is all committed, including 
the anticipated interest.” 

The Board’s Clerk, CEcil 
Duke, reported that county 
funds not immediately needed 
are always put in bonds to ga- 
ther interest.. The latest bonds 
are bringing 5.28% interest. 

The Board considered the 
hauling problems of Southern 
Stone Company which hauls 
stone to Bessemer and South 
Alabama. 


James Ray reported that if the 
grade on Hawkins road could be 
reduced to an 8% grade, South- 
ern Stone would use that road 
for its trucks instead of the pre- 
sent county roads, which are 
now suffering from the heavy 
loads, 

Ray said it would require 
all county road equipment two 
weeks to cut down this road 
but “We can work on that hill 
when we can’t work elsewhere?” 

The Board agreed in the in- 
terests of the total road pro- 
gram to do this work, It is ten- 
tatively scheduled for mid-win— 
ter, 


In other action the Board 
agreed to a pay raise for a 
county engineer aide from $317 
to $419 per month. It also voted 
$50 for the Extension Service 
to spend on a used refrigerator 
so it can keep a supply of hog 
serum on hand,

alert in the August 24 edition 
of the Shelby County Report- 


er, I decided to write about 
the American soldier in the 
Viet Nam War. 


Maybe this will in some way 
tell the people of Shelby Coun- 
ty more about what the Amer- 
ican soldier goes through. I 
have been in South Viet Nam 
11 months. 

I will tell the story as it 
happened and as I know it: 

On a cold, windy and rainy 
morning about 1:30 a.m., two 
men were pulling guard duty 
on an M-42 “‘duster’’, while 
four other men were sleeping. 
A company of Viet Cong (N.V. 
A.) began to mortar our posi- 
tion on Hill ‘56’’. On this hill 
was a total of 15 Americans, 
These 15 men consisted of, 
four men manning a Quad 50 
machine gun, five men operat- 
ing two huge searchlights and 
six manning an M-42 ‘‘Dust- 
er”. 

As the first of the 42 mortar 
rounds fell in, every man was 
wide awake and raced to his 
particular job. At the time 
there wasn't much anyone 
could do but pray. After the 
last mortar round exploded, 
the search lights came on and 
flares went up. It was bright 
as day. The Viet Cong were 
coming. Then the blast of the 
40 mm. Automatic guns made 
a deafening noise, while the 
Quad 50 machine gun was 
spitting fire and lead. 

The complete battle from be- 
ginning to end lasted approxi- 
mately 25 minutes. It seemed 
like hours. It left three wound- 
ed Americans and 54 dead 
Viet Cong. 

During an attack of this 
kind men never take time to 
put on their clothes. The time 
taken to dress could cost the 
life of the man dressing. 

Each man has been thor- 
oughly trained to do his par- 
ticular job on his particular 
weapon. He is trained to such 
an extent that he reacts first, 
thinks later. That is where A- 
Battery 4th Battalion 60th Ar- 
tillery gets its motto: ‘Act 
first, think later.” 

This is a true story. I was 
one of those 15 men. I just 
hope that in some small way 
what I have done in this war 
has helped keep America free.

The dead man was identified 


as Perry W. Holder, 42, whose 
home was listed as Ace’s Mo- 


tel, Bessemer. 

Charged with murder is Ken- 
neth Garner, 31, of West Ala- 
baster, Garner was arrested 
at his home, the scene of the 
incident, by Shelby County 
authorities. He is presently 
free, after posting $2,500 bond 
on Sunday. 

Circumstances _ surrounding 
the incident were related to 
reporters by Garner, his wife 
and investigating authorities. 

According to this informa- 
tion, the two men _ involved 
were former _ brothers-in-law. 
Holder, reportedly, had been 
divorced for a period of ap- 
proximately six weeks from 
the sister of Garner. 

Holder, who was the father 


of four daughters, had driven 
to Alabaster Saturday after- 
noon, according to reports, to 
pick up his 8 year old daugh- 
ter, Judy. He was accompan- 
ied on his drive from Besse- 
mer to Alabaster by his mar- 
ried, 16 year old daughter 
Barbara. 


Holder's other two daughters 
are married. One lives in 
Florida, the other in Birming- 
ham. 


According to reports, Holder 
had been drinking, and parked 
his pickup truck in Garner's 
carport. A short time later he 
was observed chasing his 8§ 
year old daughter around Gar- 
ner’s yard. At one point, ac- 
cording to information fur- 
nished by an eyewitness, it 
appeared that Holder was at- 
tempting to choke the child. 


When Mrs. Garner, who is 
employed by a_ Birmingham 
attorney, returned to her home 
in Alabaster, she, reportedly, 
discovered Holder lying on the

driveway behind his parked 


pickup truck. 


Garner, who was at work, 
was telephoned and told that, 
“Holder is wrecking your 
house,”” and was asked to re- 
turn home. 


Upon his arrival, Garner in- 
dicated to reporters, that he 
picked up Holder from the 
driveway and struck him two 
or three times. 


Pronounced Dead 


Holder was pronounced dead 
by investigating authorities 
when they arrived on the 
scene, His body was taken to 
Bessemer where an autopsy 
was performed by state toxi- 
cologists. 


A preliminary hearing for 
Garner has been scheduled 
for November 2 before Law 
and Equity Court Judge Har- 
old E. Walden.

Kermit Mathison, director 
of admissions and records at the 
liberal arts college, said a sub- 
stantial increase in enrollment 
is expected with a full time 
equivalent in excess of 2,400 
students registering for the fall 
term. 

Admissions office personnel 
have processed more freshman 
applications for the coming tern 
than in all previous years, he 
said. Enrollment of new stu- 
dents has taken another spurt 
upward, Mathison noted, es- 
pecially among commuter stu- 
dents from the Birmingham- 
Jefferson County area. 


Students will move into dor- 
mitories on Sunday, Freshme) 
will begin regular class work 
Monday, Sept. 18, having com- 
pleted orientation and registra- 
tion procedures during special 
orientation sessions earlier this 
summer. 

Upperclassmen will register 
for classes on Monday, and will 
begin regular studies the follow- 
ing day. 


Housing directors said all 
dormitories at Montevallo are 
“filled to absolute capacity,” 
a situation that has required 
immediate steps in expanding 
and modernizing residence halls 
now on campus, 


To relive crowding and to 
make room for projected in- 
creases in enrollment at least 
two new dormitories are ex- 
pected to be under construc- 
tion during the coming year 
according to AC President Dr, 
D. P. Culp. 


The AC chief executive ex- 
pressed the hope that these two 
buildings can be completed and 
ready for occupancy by Sept. 
1968. 


Buildings now under con- 
struction include a new home 
management laboratory, to be 
ready for use when students 
arrive, and new science and li- 
brary buildings, expected to be 
in service later this year. 


In addition to new struc- 
tures, three academic buildings 
Bloch and Comer Halls and the 
present labrary, Wills Hall—are 
to be completely renovated this 
year.

EARLY FACTS ABOUT 
ALABAMA COLLEGE 


Did you know, according to 
a reliable source of informa- 
tion that prior to 1847, there 
were no schools in Montevallo? 
That the late, H. R. Lyman, 
who moved to Montevallo from 
Connecticut was the first school 
teacher in the town? 

Here are a few historic facts 
regarding the early years of 
present fast expanding Ala— 
bama College in which we thought 
you might be interested, 


1851 - PRIVATE SCHOOL 


In the Fall of 1851 a pri- 
vate institution for the educa- 


_ tion of young men was estab- 


lished and W. H. Meredith was 
the first teacher. Apparently, 
it was not successful, for by an 
Act approved February 6, 1858, 
the Montevallo Male and Fe- 
male Collegiate Institute of the 
Union Synod of the Cumber 
land Presbyterian Church was 
incorporated, Separate male and 
female departments were main- 
tained, but because of the Civil 
War, this school was suspended. 


Later the original Male Insti- 
tute, known as the Lyman Re- 
sidence was turned over to the 
Rev. William Meredith, the Sy- 
nod having no further con- 
nection with it. It was later 
re-established and Dr. and Mrs. 
Meredith operated the school. 


1885 - PUBLIC 


In 1885, an option was se- 
cured on this. and adjoining 
property and was offered to 
the state as a location for the 
projected Alabama Girl’s Indus- 
trial Institute. The offer was 
accepted, and the old Monte- 
vallo Male Institute became the 
nucleus of that school. Miss 
Julia S. Tutwiler, a noted scho- 
larvand educator became the 
first president—but she resigned 
before much was accomplished. 
Captain H. C. Reynolds was 
selected as president in 1896 
and the school opened in Sept- 
ember with about 145 girls pre- 
sent. 


1897 - MAIN DORM 


During the following year 
(1897) the west wing of the 
building (present Main Dormi- 
tory) was erected and accom- 
modated about 100 girls. 

An appropriation of $200,000,00 
was made by the legislature 
for enlargement of the building 
in 1899, and in 1914 an infir- 
mary was built and named for 
Dr. Francis Peterson, the se- 
cond president. 


1915 - BLOCH 

In the, year 1915, an aca- 
demic building was added and 
named for its founder and trus- 
tee, Sol Bloch. 

In 1917, a music hall was 
added and a library was com- 
pleted in 1924. During the 
year 1926, Erskin Ramsey gave 
a new dormitory which was 
named for his mother. In 1956 
a4men’s dormitory was com- 


_ pleted. 


The Alabama Girl’s Indus- 
trial School, now known as 
Alabama College, has long since 
enlarged its original offerings 
and has become a comprehen- 


“sive college for both men and 


women with courses in arts 
and sciences as well as home 
economics. 

1925 - ACCREDITED 


In 1925, Alabama College 
was admitted to the Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools of the Southern States, 
and in January 1929, it was 
admitted to membership in the 
Association of American Col- 
leges. 

Today, 1967-68 there is an 
enrollment of 2,400 students. 
Housing directors have stated 
that all dormitories are “‘filled 
to capacity” a situation that 
has necessitated immediate steps 
for expanding and moderniz- 
ing residence halls now on-the 
campus.

It does, however, employ 285 full-time persons with an 
additional 220 part-time employees,

gas annually.

and loped into the end zone for 
what proved to be the winning 
margin.

They were proud of 
the touchdown but appeared 
prouder of Eddie D. McGraw 
with their intense cheers and 
applause. 

McGraw trotted from the

Spearing is the tactic in which 
a blocker or tackler uses his head 
as a battering ram. It's dangerous, 
both for himself and for the per 
son he hits. 

A group of coaches, physi- 
cians, and officials have 
joined the American Medical As- 
sociation in calling for coaches to 
emphasize correct, head-up block 
ing and tackling, and for strict en 
forcement by officials of the rules 
against spearing 

Said Notre Dame football 
coach Ara Parseghian: “I can’t be 
gin to tell of the number of clinics

where I have lectured on the 
(spearing) problem. We don't 
teach this at Notre Dame; and 


over the years, I have done every 
thing within my power to influ 
ence others to coach against it.” 

The AMA's Committee on the 
Medical Aspects of Sports asked 
for sports authorities’ comments 
when recent studies showed that 
head and neck injuries continuc 
to constitute a very high percent 
age of serious injuries in football 

In the correct, head-up tackle, 
the player uses his shoulders, arms, 
and chest to stop the ball carrier. 
In a “spear” or “butt” tackle, he 
drives into his opponent with his 
head. By spearing, the tackler may 
prevent the ball carrier from ad- 
vancing a few extra inches—if he 
tackles him. With his head down, 
however, he risks serious injury to 
his head and spinal cord, and he 
is more likely to miss the tackle 
because he has a harder time see 
ing where he's going. 

Studies of fatalities indicate 
that football has a good safety rec- 
ord, considering that virtually a 
million players are involved each 
fall. It could be even better, how 
ever, if head and neck injuries 
could be reduced. In 1966, head 
and neck injuries were responsible 
for 23 of the 24 fatalities directly 
attributed to injuries in college 
and high school football. 

Said Murray Warmath, foot- 
ball coach at the University of 
Minnesota: “Spearing will never 
disappear from the game until we 
quit coaching it and until we ab 
solutely disallow its use on the 
part of our players. 

“It isn’t the first man who 
makes the tackle,” Warmath said. 
“It's that second tackler. He puts 
his head down, closes his eyes, and 
piles into the man who's down 
with one intent, and that's to maim 
and cripple.”

This article is aimed directly 
at the hundreds of thousands of 
hunters who are taking to the 
fields and woods this fall in 
search of game— 

Before you pull the trigger, 
know what you're firing at. 


Sporting arms, from a single- 
shot .22 calibre rifle to a heavy 
big game weapon to a fast-shoot- 
ing automatic scattergun, are de- 
signed to kill birds and animals. 
They also can kill or wound 
humans. 

Each fall several hundred 
hunters return from fall outings 
via hearse, Thousands of others 
return with a load of bird shot or 
a rifle bullet to be dug out. Be- 
hind almost every hunting acci- 
dent is one cause: carelessness. 
The hunter who blazes away at 
everything that moves runs a big 
risk of bagging a fellow hunter. 

Never cross over or through 
a fence or climb a tree with a 
loaded gun. It might fall and 
discharge. Unload first and re- 
load after crossing. Don't shoot 
at a hard, flat surface, Ricochet- 
ting bullets can carry long dis- 
tances with killing power. 

Even a small bore rifle has 
considerable range. Know where 
your bullet will stop before pull- 
ing the trigger. 

Keep guns away from chil- 
dren, Never leave a weapon un- 
attended without unloading it. 
Store guns and ammunition be-

WHAT'S A FISHING MOTOR 


One popular misconception 
about outboard motors used 
for fishing is that they are 
small, temperamental and 
coated with fish scales. 

Once, this might have been 
a valid observation. Today. 
however, the outboard is found 
in such a wide number of fish- 
ing situations that size is no 
criterion, and neither is the 
tendency to be temperamental. 

So, what IS a fishing motor? 
According to the fishing folks 


at Mercury outboards, this 
label can be hung on any 
powerplant shoving a rig 


through any waters for fishing 
— from placid ponds to the 
briny deep. 

Horsepower requirements are 
determined by the type of fish- 
ing in which an angler engages 
most often and the style craft 
used. 

On small lakes or streams 
where johnboats, canoes and 
12-foot skiffs are adequate, the 
3.9-hp engine is seen most 
frequently. 

The 6- and 9.8-hp motors out- 
number other power classes. 
They fit the country-wide aver- 
age of fishing situations where 
power needs are matched to 
lightweight craft and reason- 
ably protected waters. 

On large impoundments 
where distances to good fishing 
spots are considerable, 20- and 
35-hp motors are common. 
These units will push a boat 
along at a fast clip, one of the 
reasons they are favored by 
professional fishing guides. 

Another favorite of many 
guides is the 50-hp outboard 
that can drive a large, heavily 
laden skiff with ease. It’s also 
a good choice on small family 
runabouts which serve in dual 
roles for both water skiing and 
fishing. 

The 65- to 110-hp outboards 
are common on the Great Lakes 
and in saltwater where twin 
installations of these units are 
familiar. 

So, say the Mercury lads, 
you can erase the old image of 
fishing motors or most of it 
anyway. If there are a few old 
scales sticking around, it’s a 
tribute to the owner’s fishing 
abilities. 


yond reach of youngsters, prefer- 
ably under lock and key, 

Always carry a gun so that 
you can control the direction of 
the muzzle even if you stumble, 
Keep the safety catch on until 
ready to shoot. Always be sure the 
barrel is clear of obstructions. A 
barrel clogged with mud or snow 
may burst.

If you like a nip around camp, 
wait until you're through hunting 
for the day and all weapons are 
unloaded and cased. 

Treat guns with respect at 


all times, They may be loaded, 
despite all precautions.

thing unless you plan to shoot it.

For Speedy Service During Fall Season 


County Officials are gearing 
their activities to provide better 
service in the courthouse during 
the fall season. Mrs. Fay Quick, 
who takes office as the new 
Shelby County Tax Collector, 
has assured the public that her 
office will be organized to give 
prompt service, Tax Assessor, 
Ross Bob Mullins, has acquired 
a portion of the south hall of 
courthouse to provide window 
service for those who wish to 
assess automobiles and other 
property. Four windows will be 
served. Mrs. Annette Skinner, 
who has succeeded Mrs. Quick, 
as Chief Clerk in the Probate 
Office, will be aided by six 
assistants and they expect to 
keep the lines moving without 
undue delay. 

The Shelby County court- 
house has grown smaller each 
year in that more people must 
be served. In an effort to add 
to the convenience of the tax- 
payers, officials emphasize that 
most every service required at 
the courthouse can be handled 
by mail. Order blanks for the 
purpose of automobile, motor- 
cycle and pickup truck tags will 
have been placed in all service 
stations throughout the County 
by the end of this week. Citi- 
zens are urged to order tags for 
these by mail, For those who 
prefer to come to the court- 
house, officials suggest that wait- 
ing in line may be avoided in 
the mid-morning and mid-after-

For-Hire trucks will continue 
to require a more expensive 
tag. EXCEPTIONS: Trucks (but 
not tractor-trailer combination) 
owned by farmers and used by 
them exclusively for hauling 
their own property, trucks trans 
porting forest products from 
the point of severance, or trucks 
transporting coal from the min- 
ing point, may be licensed for 
$30.75 up to 30,000 lbs. G.V. 
W., for $50.75 from 30,001 to 
42,000 lbs. G.V.W., but must 
be licnesed at the regular sche- 
dule above if the G.V.W. ex- 
ceeds 42,000 pounds.

PLANT ADDS 
TUBE MILL 


A tube mill for the manu- 
facture of fence posts, tubing 
and light weight pipe will be 
located in Columbiana, it is 
announced by the Columbiana 
Development Company. 

It will be an expansion of 
the Hackney Corporation faci- 
lity there, which is now under 
construction, 

James T. McDow, president 
of the development company 
said Hackney officials decided 
on the expansion while grading 
was still in progress. The mill 
has been purchased, he said, 
and will be installed as soon as 
a building is ready. Operation 
is expected to start early in 
1968, 

The mill will produce five 
diameters of tubing in several 
guauges. 

Addition of the tube mill 
will more than triple the dollar 
volume of production originally 
anticipated for the plant, Capa- 
city will be about 700 tons per 
week. 

The mill is a six stand Yoder 
with a 125 KVA welder. 

The company said the mill 
was being installed in Colum- 
biana to be tied in with the new 
galvanizing plant, which will 
process fence fittings and gate 
hardware to be produced by the 
company’s new stamping plant 
in Columbiana. 

A packaging department will 
receive the fittings after they 
are galvanized. 

Charles Davis, who joined 
Hackney Corp. three weeks ago 
will be plant manager. Walte1 
Gaskin will be the plant super- 
intendant. 

December is the target date 
for operations to begin in Co- 
lumbiana.

Dove season got off to a 
bang at | p.m. last Saturday. 
Little wars were heard 
throughout the county. Doves 
were plentiful but did not fly 
very well until mid-afternoon 
due to the hot weather. 
A good kill was taken and 


daily bag limit is twelve. Other 
arrests made were for hunting 
over bait and hunting within 
one-hundred yards of a public 
road, 

A guess would be that about 
two thousand doves were killed 
Saturday. 

The greatest concentration 
of doves were where corn and 
grain sorghum had been cut for 
silage. Very little corn has been 
harvested in the county at this 
time. 

Of course heavy concentra- 
tions were seen where grain and 
feed has been scattered to lure 
the doves. This is illegal. Only 
normal agricultural planting or 
harvesting operations are legal. 

Hunters, be sure to respect 
the landowner to insure you a 
future place to hunt. Be sure to 
fulfill your part by giving writ- 
ten permission and no oral 
ones. Sportsmen, do not shoot 
toward a dwelling while dove 
hunting because the shot will 
pellet the roof and excite the 
dwellers. Many hunters are be- 
ing denied hunting priviledges 
because of this.

It is a long trek back through 
centuries to 30 B. C.! You 
would not likely think that at 
this time there existed a daily 
newspaper, yet records reveal 
this fact and also that Julius 
Ceasar was its founder. He 
introduced the daily publica- 
tion of the news of the Roman 
Senate and the people. The 
“Acts of the Senate” were re- 
ported by trained writers and 
these facts were revised and 
edited by a Senator appointed 
‘for this purpose, 


ACTS OF SENATE 


The “Acts of the Senate” 
grew into a daily of daily news 
items known as “Acts of the 
City”. Emperor Augustus, who 
reigned in Rome, discouraged 
the publication of the printing 
of the news of general interest. 


SLAVE LABOR 


In this age of modern ma- 
chinery, linotypes, off-sets, me- 
chanical appliances, IBM, etc., 
grinding out the news, it is 
hard to contemplate the tasks 
assigned the Roman slaves when 
copying the large edition. How- 
ever, with slave labor volum- 
nious manuscripts were pro- 
duced at minimum cost - about 
12 cents in U. S. coin which 
included the entire cost of 
production. Reading material 
was sold cheaply and Roman 
empire books were plentiful. 
This period is a memorable one 
in the art of literature. 


NEWSPAPERS TODAY 


Now in this enlightened age, 
you lay dowe a few cents for 
your home town newspaper 
as a matter of habit, expect it 
to give you the latest informa- 
tion from all over the world 
and never give a thought to 
how important this press is to 
you and your family. You 
never stop—says one writer— 
“to think how much liberty 
and happiness is bound up in 
the fact that you can read this 
kind of newspaper; you never 
stop to realize that today, only 
in the United States and some 
parts of the British Empire, 
can men and women read the 
news of their neighbors and of 
the world without the blight- 
ing touch- of government con- 
trol”. 


FREEDOM DENIED 


Should you be denied that 
right you would soon realize 
that more and worse would be 
coming. You would know that 
soon your spare time would 
not be your own, that at any 
time you could be called out 
to a party meeting or to a 
parade before the local or na- 
tional ruler with terrific penal- 

* tigs imposed if you failed to 
obey the summons.

Medicare is not paying its 
way.

Since medicare went into 
effect at Shelby Memorial, ap- 
proximately 35% of all pat- 
ents admitted come under the 
program. 

Welfare Cases 

The second problem cate- 
gory is the indigent patient, 
the patient who is a welfare 
case, 

Federal and state funds pro- 
vide approximately $4,800 an- 
nually for persons on welfare 
rolls. Gray Jones told the Re- 
venue Board that this amount 
would cover costs of 13 pat- 
ients. However, hospital spokes- 
men estimated that many times 
this number of indigent patients 
are cared for each year at Shel- 
by Memorial 


Medically Indigent 

The third problem category 
is the medically indigent pat- 
ient. Persons falling into this 
category are not on welfare 
rolls. Their income is sufficient 
for all normal costs of living. 
When confronted with emer- 
gency hospital costs, however, 
they do not have sufficient re- 
sources to meet the costs of 
being hospitalized. 

Deadbeats 


In addition, some other hos- 
pital losses are traceable to 
patients who are discharged 
from the hospital but fail to 
pay their bills, according to 
hospitaf board members. 

Higher Wages, Costs 

Hospital authorities told the 
Revenue Board that another 
contributing factor to the acute 
financial condition is the high- 
er wage scale employees are 
now receiving. They reported 
that costs of supplies and equip- 
ment are also rising. 


New Policy 


The hospital board earlier 
this month adopted a new po- 
licy which it will follow in ad- 
mitting patients, It became ef- 
fective last Sunday. The new 
policy of admissions is describ- 
ed by the hospital board as 
being realistic and consistent 
with similar admissions rules 
in effect throughout the South- 
east. 

Purpose of the admissions 
policy, according to Smith is to 
expedite the collection of ac- 
counts due the hospital in a

Borrowing Power Ends 
According to members of 
the finance committee the hos- 
pital has now exhausted its 
ability to borrow. 

The financial condition of 
the hospital, according to ad- 
ministrator Smith, is a total 
community problem. A bal- 
ance budget could be achieved 
he says, by curtailing some of 
the services and denying hos- 
pitalization to indigent pat- 
ients. 

This, Smith points out would 
not solve the problem of indi- 
gent patients. Another area of 
economizing would be to cur- 
tail services in the nursing home, 
or apply a selective admission 
policy there that would afford 
an opportunity to realize & 
more realistic charge for ser- 
vices. This again, would ease 
the financial picture at the hos- 
pital, but would not contri- 
bute to the welfare of the 
county’s elderly citizens. 

Information Program 

The Hospital’s Board of Di- 
rectors is planning a program 
of public information to ac- 
quaint the citizens of the coun- 
ty with current conditions of 
the hospital. The program will 
include the appearance of Hos- 
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pital Board members and hos- 
pital personnel at community 
meetings and civic groups thro-

Diners’ Club, 
for example, has requested that 
any establishment asked to ho- 
nor one of its cards for as much 
as $50 call its New York Of- 
fice for a check on the cus- 
tomer’s credit rating and iden- 
tification. If the establishment 
ignores this stipulation, it is 
held liable for any loss.

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Water Patrol 


To Wash 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.,—Wa- 
ter Safety Division of the Con- 
servation Department has un- 
dertaken another project to aid 
Alabama boaters—that of peri- 
odically washing down boat 
launching ramps over the state. 

The Water Safety Division 
has placed a nine horsepower, 

- high pressure water pump into 
service for cleaning access ramp 
which are rendered unusable 
because of a collection of silt, 
mud and debris. Fluctuations 
in the water level at various 
impoundments and on our ri- 
vers cause this periodic collec- 
tion of silt and debris. 


Water patrolmen from over 
the state report weekly regard- 
ing ramps that need attention 
and then they are placed on a 
site list and serviced as soon as 
possible, 

This ramp cleaning job, how- 
ever, is secondary to the basic 
law enforcement and water safe 
ty education projects which 
are the primary function of 
water safety personnel. 

The new pump left Mont- 
gomery early on September 13 
to be placed in service pumping 
out critical areas near Fort 
Morgan where recent high winds 
created some flood conditions.

Angus Grows 
In Popularity 


The Angus is growing in 
popularity as a beef cattle breed 
in Alabama as well as in the 
United States as a whole. 

Alabama ranks 16th among 
the SO states in number of 
Angus cattle registered. 

Cattlemen who raise regis- 
tered Angus beef cattle broke 
a major record in the past 12 
months, according to a recent 
announcement from Glen Brat- 
cher, secretary of.the American 
Angus Association. During the 
fiscal year ending Sept. 30. 
registrations of purebred calves 
soared above 400,000 to set a 
new high mark for the black, 
hornless breed. The 1967 total 
was 404,348, up nearly 5% 
over 1966, 

The strong demand for An- 
gus breeding cattle was reflect- 
ed by a higher number of 
transfer in the last quarter of 
the 1967 year. Sales in the 
July - September period were 
up 5.191 or 9.9% over the 
past three months of 1966.

$250,000 Less 
Tax Losses Plague 


New County Budget 


The loss this year in collec- 
tions from taxes on utilities 
will be about $108,000, mak- 
ing a total loss from the two 
sources of $248,000. 

This loss will be only par- 
tially offset by an increase in 
the valuation of residences and 
corporations. 

The Board carefully examin- 
ed budgets submitted from the 
various programs in the county 
and postponed adapting a fin- 
al budget until next Monday. 

The sheriff's department is 
the only area in the budget 
with a sharp upward turn in 
anticipated expense. 

Total salaries for the sheriff's 
department are expected to 
reach $91,800 next year. 

Other programs supported 
at least in part by County 
funds are: garbage collection 
the health department, the li- 
brary program, state forestry 
program, farm extension pro- 
gram and the highway depart- 
ment. 

Probate Judge Conrad M. 
Fowler emphasized the size of 
the problem that confronts the 
Board of Revenue in trying to 
determine where cuts will have 
to be made. 

SHelby County has had no 
bonded indebtedness since 1953 
and the mood of the present 
Board is clearly “pay as you 

go”, rather than plunge into 
debt to provide the programs 
people want.

A regulation for the deer 
hunter concerning hunting with 
a shotgun has been promul- 
gated by the conservation di- 
rector, Claude D. Kelley.

To Keep Budget Balanced 


=| County Revenue Board 


Cuts Highway Program 


The county’s highway pro- 
gram will bear the brunt of 
next year’s budget cutback. 

In Monday’s meeting of the 
Board of Revenue and Control 
the decision was made to keep 
the budget in balance by cut- 
ting out one of the highway 
department’s two construction 
units. 

This move will save the 
county about $175,000, will 
take about 10 or 12 recent 
employees off the payroll and 
will force a postponement and 
change in organization of the 
road building program. 


As the Reporter stated last 
week, reduced property tax 
collections from utilities and 
railroads and the state gasoline 
tax redistribution are respon- 
sible for a loss in revenue to 
the county of over a quarter 
million dollars. 

The Board of Revenue had 
to reduce services if it was to 
avoid going into debt. 

The total budget for the 
county’s general fund was set 
at $581,635 for the fiscal year

Jehovah's Witnesses Launch 
Campaign After Calera Meet 


An intensive campaign to 
follow up last weekend’s con- 
vention of Jehovah’s Witnesses 
at Calera High School is under 
way in Shelby County, with 
emphasis on helping young 
people overcome the problems 
of modern life. 

The effort is being directed 
through the Columbiana con- 
gregation of Jehovah’s Witness- 
es, according to Edward Got- 
tier, Jr., presiding minister. 

A feature of the program is 
the distribution of literature 
dealing with youth and drug 
addiction, Gottier said. Mem- 
bers of the congregation will 
attempt to visit every home in 
the county to encourage home 
Bible study as a means of com- 
batting both juvenile and adult 
delinquency. 

“The use of drugs in Amer- 
ica is fast becoming as popular 
and common in America as 
chewing gum,” Gottier com- 
mented. 

Young people seeking “kicks” 
or groping for a “reason for 
living” are tempted to try these 
drugs. 

Through Bible study, Got- 
tier continued, “young people 


can learn that doing the will 
of God is the all-satisfying rea- 
son for living. When persons 
learn that God’s kingdom is 
a real government created for 
the purpose of blessing man- 
kind, and that they can serve 
that realization gives them the 
reason to be morally clean and 
loyal.” 

“Youths need to face up to 
the fact that God made man, 
and that if they are ever going 
to understand the real reason 
for living, they have to turn to 
His word and conform their 
lives to it.” 

Gottier said the three-day 
convention at Calera provided 
valuable instruction to Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses from the 16 
participating congregations. 

Training was provided in the 
house-to-house ministry and 
home Bible study methods. 

There were also discussions 
of a number of Bible topics. 

Attendance reached a peak 
of 1,272 on Sunday, the con- 
cluding day of the convention. 
Sunday afternoon, D. J. Thom- 
as, delivered a public Bible ad- 
dress on the subject, “Will God 
Intervene in Men's Affairs?” 


Thomas told the packed aud 
jtorium that “no matter who 
we are or where we live, each 
one of us is under divine obser- 
vation. The perfect God of the 
universe is keenly interested in 
our affairs.” 


“Jehovah intervened,” he 
said, “to end a corrupt system 
and to clear his name.” 

“The world situation today 
calls for intervention by Jeho- 
vah God,” the speaker declared. 
“A majority of people have re- 
jected God’s word, and have 
accepted reachings rooted in 
paganism and philosophy that 
distorts thinking.” 

Modern wars, Thomas said, 
“are just as displeasing to God 
as were the child sacrifices per- 
formed by pagans of old.

must be paid first. Other pro- 
grams in the budget are paid 
for if the county has sufficient 
funds remaining. 

Estimated receipts to the 
General fund for 1967-78 total 
$483,855.36. When the cash 
balance and bonds on hand are 
added the total available in the 
general fund reaches $707,445.36, 
After transferring $125,000 to 
the gasoline fund the appro- 
priations will equal the amount 
available, with nothing to spare. 

The biggest single item in 
the general fund’s budget is 
$116,400 for operation of the 
sheriff's department, followed 
by $48,000 for operation of 
the courts. 

The Highway Department 
has a total budget of $939,600 
from three funds: gasoline, road 
and bridge, and public highway 
and traffic funds. The biggest 
single item is $430,000 for 
labor. $163,000 will be paid 
on contracts let in 1967 for 
work to be done in 1968. This 
includes $58,000 for rip-rap- 
ping road fills along the Coosa 
River and $105,000 for bitu- 
minous work. 

Probate Judge Conrad Fow- 
ler emphasized that no road 
building plans are being can- 
celled. Progress will be slowed 
by the elimination of the con- 
struction unit, but all projected 
roads are remaining in the plan. 


Another change the Board 
approved was to rotate the re- 
maining construction unit from 
one district to another on a six 
months basis rather than the 
yearly basis being followed at 
present.

Britain, especially, has 
felt keenly the loss of out- 
standing men and women in a 
variety of fields whohave 
sought permanent residence 
here or actually become U. S.

In the very 
vanguard of those who have 
forsaken the large cities for 
residence in the suburbs have 
been the more successful and 
talented, whose affluence per- 
mitted greater freedom of 
choice than was available to 
less fortunate neighbors. 

Thus have the large core 
cities lost what they need most- 
persons of vision and ability, 
with an interest in city pro- 
blems and a will to make per- 
sonal contributions and the sa- 
crifices necessary to implement 
solutions. 


NEGLECT OF THE 
GIFTED CHILD 


In today’s fast-changing 
highly mobile world, we can’t 
possibly insulate ourselves a- 
gainst drains of talent from 
particular communities or areas 
within our borders. But there 
is another and perhaps more 
serious brain drain that we can 
take steps to remedy. It is reli- 
ably estimated that, in the U.S. 
alone, five million talented and 
creative young people of school 
age just aren’t receiving from 
their teachers the attention and 
challenge they need to develop 
their full potential. 

No one knows how much 

talent has been lost to the 
nation because of our neglect 
of the gifted child. To give 
such children the educational 
break they deserve will involve 
a good deal of planning and an 
increase in expenditure. Small- 
er classes, more sympathetic 
and creative teachers following 
a more modern and realistic 
curriculum, will be needed.

Judge Ruling Suppresses 
Evidence On McCarter 


Circnit Judge A. L. Harde- 
gree has issued a decree which 
suppresses certain evidence 
which the state had hoped to 
use to support its case against 
David McCarter, Jr. 

Attorneys for McCarter had 
requested that evidence obtain- 
ed bv the state both before 
and after McCarter’s removal 
from Shelby County iail on 
January 11 be suppressed. 

Hardegree denied the request

The company will let the work 
out on contract. 

Fifty million dollars is the 
estimated cost of the company’s 
expansion program which also 
includes a 26 inch pipeline 
connecting Bremen with Spar- 
tanburg, S. C. 

Plantation, with its princi- 
pal offices in Atlanta, owns 
and operates a pipeline system 
transporting refined liquid pet- 
roleum products from Gulf Coast 
refineries to major marketing

The new line will parallel 
the company’s existing lines, 
Moore said. There will be 
approximately 40 miles of line 
laid within Shelbv County from 
Helena to the county line east 
of Vincent.

While cotton farmersin 
other sections of the state are 
singing the blues, cotton farm- 
ers in the Harpersville area are 
twiddling their thumbs waiting 
for the bolls to open for what 


is expected to he the best 
cotton crop in seven years. 

The 1967 cotton cron in the 
Harpersville area is expected to 
the best matured crop since 
1960; however, the bolls are

almost a month late in opening, 
Clyde Wyatt, Harpersville Co- 
Op manager, said. 

Wyatt said that the cold, 
damp wezther during the sum- 
mer retarded the opening of 
the bolls. He said the Harpers- 
ville gin had baled 190 bales 
through last Friday, some 2,000 
bales less than at the same time 
last year. 

The ginning usually reaches 
a peak in Harpersville during 
October. but Wyatt expects 
November to be the big month 
for ginning in Shelby County. 

Wyatt predicts the Harpers- 
ville Co-Op will gin some 3,000 
bales of cotton this season 
which will be about 600 more 
bales than last year. 

An early freeze and wet 
weather could hamper the cot- 
ton farmer in harvesting this 
year’s crop, Wyatt said. The 
longer the cotton stands in the 
field the less will be the qual- 
ity and value of the cotton. 

Wyatt said Harpersville is 
one of the four cotton centers 
in the state expected to pro- 
duce a normal yield this season. 
Other areas were plagued bv 
bad weather and boll weevils. 


He attributed the early plant- 
ing, good fertilization and abun- 
dant rainfall to the success of 
the cotton yield in the Har- 
persville area this season.

NEW PESTICIDE 
LAB OPENS, 
JANUARY, ‘68 


The state of Alabama's new 
pesticide laboratory is sche- 
duled for a formal opening in 
January. 

The new laboratory will be 
a facility of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and will 
be located on the Auburn Uni- 
versity campus. 

One of the first functions of 
of the lab will be to determine 
if Alabama has a pesticide re- 
sidue problem. Continuing fol- 
low-up studies will be designed 
to detect contamination and 
reassure consumers that the 
products they buy are residue 
free, 

Laboratory Director Rex 
Richburg has indicated that the 
laboratory will be an educa- 
tional facility rather than a re- 
gulatory agency. Field repre- 
sentatives from the lab will 
take samples of food products 
from throughout the state to 
determine the amount of pesti- 
cide residue present.

Headlines last week told of plans for anti-war demon- 
strations, sit-ins, and various acts of civil disobedience,

effect. The most publicized being in and around the na- 
tion's capital, These events made big bold headlines around 
the world. 

It should be noted that while the actual number of per- 
sons involved in these acts seem impressive, they really 
aren't. The persons involved represent only a minute min- 
ority,

Last week, contrasting with burning draft cards was an 
auditorium filled with American students pledging alle- 
giance to the flag of the United States of America. 

Last week, contrasting with shouted four-letter obsceni- 
ties was a student organized, all-student talent show, de- 
signed to raise money for the care of underprivileged 
citizens. 


Last week, contrasting with the flinging of vegetables 
and stones at U. S. Marshals and U, S, Soldiers, were 
American students donating their time and considerable 
talents to raising money for indigent patient care to Shelby 
Memorial Hospital. 

This was the week that was.....last week, right here in 
Alabama, in Shelby County, with students on the campus 
of Alabama College.

County Families Possess 
More Home Appliances 


It has been made possible 
by the growing affluence of 
the average local family. 

The extent to which owner- 
ship of cars and of household 
appliances has increased in the 
period from 1960 to 1967 is 
based upon special sample sur- 
veys made by the Department 
of Commerce. 

In Shelby County, on the 
strength of these findings, no 
less than 78.6 percent of the 
local families are owners of one 
Or more cars at the present 
time. This is an increase over 
1960, when 75.6 percent had 
cars. 

In other parts of the United 
States, some 78.4 percent are 
car owners and, in the East 
South Central States 72.9 per- 
cent. 

Similarly more homes are 
equipped with washing 
machines than was the case in 
1960. Ownership in the local 
area is now listed at 77.2 per- 
cent. 

Actually a larger proportion 
of homes have washing machin- 
es than is indicated by these 
ownership figures, since many 
rental units are equipped with 
them, 

The same is true for air 
conditioners. In more and more 
rental units they are provided 
as standard equipment. 

Clothes dryers have also 
come into more general use 
in the area. The figures show a 
rise of 76 percent since 1960.

The “moderate” classificu- 
tion will be used when there 
is a rainfall de“'ciency, a low 
humidity (below 30 per cent), 
moderate to strong winds and 
above normal temperatures. 
Under these conditions citi- 
zens should exercise care to 
prevent woods end grass fires. 

The “high” classificatiny 
will be used when there is a 
continued roinfall deficiency, 
a low relative humidity, mod- 
erate to strong winds and a- 
bove normal temperatures. 
When these conditions prevail 
cigarettes should not be dis- 
carded in the woods or along 
highway rights-of-way, trash 
burning should be postponed 
and camp*res should not be 
built. 

The “critical” level of fire 
danger prevails after an ex- 
tended drought, when a very 
low humidity and winds pre- 
vail and temperatures are

Seasons Set 


For Cahaba 
Hunting Area 


Regulations and hunting sea- 
sons were announced last week 
for the 18,000 acres in the Ca- 
haba Wildlife Management Area 

Rabbit, squirrel and dove 
season opens in the manage- 
ment area Saturday and contin- 
ues through the regular hunt- 
ing seasons as announced ear- 
lier by the Game and Fish 
Division. of the Alabama De- 
partment of Conservation. 

Gun deer hunting will be 
allowed for only four days in 
the mangement area. Hunters 
may stalk hunt bucks only on 
November 10-11 and January 
5-6, 

The archery deer season 
opens in the area Saturday 
and runs through January 15, 
1968, 

All hunters must obtain a 
hunting permit from F. X. 
Lueth, Box 415, Centreville. 
To secure a permit send your 
request including your current 
hunting license number and a 
self-addressed envelope to Lueth 
in Centreville. 

A special $3.15 license in 
addition to a regular hunting 
license is required for hunting 
deer and turkey on the man- 
agement area. 

Gun deer permits will be 
issued each of the four days 
from a checking station located 
at the Six Mile Truck Stop on 
Highway 25, The checking sta- 
tion will operate from 5:30 a. 
m. to 5 p.m. 

Hunters stalk hunting deer 
may use rifles of .24 caliber 
or larger using softnose or hol- 
low point ammunition or shot- 
guns using slugs only. 

The general boundaries of 
the irreular-shaped manage- 
ment area are Highway 25, 
the River Bend Road, the road 
from the roadside park on High- 
way 25 to Marvel and the 
Piper-Coleanor area.

Farm Tractor Is 75 Years Old 


The machine that revolu- 


‘| tionized agriculture is 75 years 


old this month. 

It was in the fall of 1892 
that the first internal combus- 
tion tractor was first put to 
practical use. It was used in the 
wheat lands of South Dakota. 

Today, the familiar Ameri- 
can farm tractor is being hon- 
ored for its 75 years of service 
to farmers everywhere. 

Tractors have been rolled 
out of the shed, shined up and 
put on display in the Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washing- 
ton. The Smithsonian exhibi- 
tion shows the tractor’s role in 
increasing farm production as 
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well as the evolution of the 
tractor. 

One of the most popular 
tractors of all time is the Ford- 
son. The first production mo- 
del of this machine came off 
the assembly line in Dearborn, 
Michigan 50 years ago, on Oc- 
tober 8, 1917. The Fordson 
tractor was Henry Ford’s initial 
entry into the farm equipment 
industry. 

The entire production of 
7,000 Fordsons during the 1917 
year was shipped to Britain. At 
that time Britain was deeply 
involved in World War I, much 
of its food supply had been cut 
off by blockade and food was 
alarmingly short.

After filling the British or- 
der, Ford turned to the Ameri- 
can market with his new trac- 
tor. By late spring in 1918, he 
had orders for 18,000 and sold 
each for $750. 

Today, tractorsare used 
throughout the world and per- 
form an almost unbelievable 
number of tasks. 

It all started 75 years ago 
when a farmer by the name of 
John Froelich used an internal 
combustion rig on his wheat 
field in South Dakota.

THE UNKNOWN SOLDIER 


In November 1921, Ameri- 
ca’s Unknown Soldier was en- 
shrined on a quiet, windswept 
Virginia hillside. No one knows 
who the soldier is who sleeps 
so silently there laden with 
honors no other American has 
ever known. No one knows 
from whence he came, just 
where or how he died, or what 
his race, color or creed. yet the 
whole world pauses on the 
11th of each November to pay 
tribute to the Unknown Sold- 
ier who gave not only his life, 
but his identity for the red, 
white and blue flae—somewhere 
in France. 

46 YEARS LATER 


Down Memory’s corridors 
of Time, the rumbling echoes 
of the guns that were hushed 
on that first Armistice Day 
fall fainter, yet 46 years later, 
the tomb of the Unknown Sold. 
ier forms a special shrine for a 
grateful. people who daily visit 
Arlington Cemetery in Wash- 
ington to pay sincere homage. 

It has been said that on 
some days there are few, some- 
times many; but rare the day 
in all the years when none has 
come to stand a while beside 
the massive carved marble block 
that covers the stone niche in 
which the Unknown Soldier 
lies. 

IN REMEMBRANCE 

A ritual each year takes the 
President on Armistice Day an- 
niversary to lay a wreath of 
remembrance against the great 
stone, that calls almost all dig- 
nitaries from even foreign lands 
be they royalty or ambassadors. 
Even former enemy representa- 
tives pay homage to the brood- 
ing quiet of Arlington Ceme- 
tery on like missions. Many 
comrades keep tryst! a friendly 
sentinel, trim in cap and olive 
drab, with gleaming buttons, 
polished leather and glittering 
steel of warless soldiering days, 
keeps long vigil. A sentry walk 
spans the wide terrace and a 
sentry box at the outer end af- 
fords him shelter from the 
storms that never halt his mar- 
tial tread. 

Have you ever read the true 
historical account of the sold- 
ier boy who was designated to 
select the body which later 
was to be nationally known as 
the Unknown Soldier? If not, 
read Edward Younger’s account 
of this historic incident. 

WAR DEPARTMENT 


RECORDS 

The heart of a nation still 
throbs to the occasion known 
as Armistice Day—lately re- 
named Veterans Day—In for- 
eign fields of honor the special 
headstones that mark unknown 
dead cluster thickly. There are 
over a thousand graves in 
France so marked. War Depart- 
records show that in the na- 
tional cemeteries throughout 
the country, there are over 
155,000 graves of nameless sold- 
iers and for all these soldiers, 
whether sleeping forever “Over 
There”, or in the soil of their 
native land, the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier stands—a spe- 
cial altar at which a people 
pays an endless tribute to their 
bravery. 

’ TAPS 

Picture in your mind’s eye— 
a circle of bayonets, a rocking 
blast of gun fire from the Vir- 
ginia woods nearby in salute!

Ship Named 
For Bibb 


Hero 

Alabama Congressman Arm- 
istead Selden will speak at cere- 
monies launching a U. S. Navy 
destroyer escort named for a 
Bibb County Congressional Me- 
dal of Honor winner. The 
launching of the USS Ross F. 
Gray will take place tomorrow 
at Seattle, Washington. 

The USS Gray is named for 
Sgt. Ross F. Gray, a U.S. Mar- 
ine from Bibb County who was 
awarded the nation’s highest 
military commendation post- 
humously for heroic action on 
Iwo Jima during World War II. 
According to the citation ac- 
companying the Medal of Hon- 
or, Sgt. Gray destroyed six 
Japanese positions and killed 
more than 25 enemy soldiers, 
as well as clearing a minefield 
singlehandedly. Although he 
was unscratched during this 
ordeal, Sgt. Gray was killed 
six days later, February 27, 
1945, by an enemy shell. 

The 438-foot USS Gray is 
especially designed to locate 
and destroy enemy submarines. 
It will be manned by 17 offi- 
cers and 213 men. 

Congressman Selden, the 
principal speaker at the launch- 
ing of the USS Gray, served in 
the U. S. Navy from 1942 to 
1946 and spent more than 30 
months aboard a destroyer es- 
cort, primarily in the North 
Atlantic. He was discharged as 
a Lieutenant and presently 
holds the rank of Commander 
in the U. S. Naval Reserve.

The two Girl Scout Neigh- 
borhoods in Shelby County are 


Washington 
Report

As the House of Represen- 
tatives considered several con" 
ference reports on appropria- 
tion bills last week, it contin- 
ued to insist that definite re- 
ductions in federal expendit- 
ures be made this year. 
Among the appropriation bills 
appproved was a $10 billion 
measure providing funds for 
the independent agencies and 
the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. This 
amount was more than $750 
million below the Administrat- 
ion’s budget request. 


House Cuts 


Included in the Independent 
Offices and HUD Appropria- 
tion Bill are funds for several 
controversial programs, but, 
due to the insistence of the 
House, hese programs will be 
funded at levels considerably 
lower than had been request- 
ed. For example, the Presi- 
dent asked “>r $40 million for 
the so-called rent supplement 
program, The House refused 
to appropriate any funds 
whatsoever for the program, 
while the Senate approved the 
the insistence of the House 
conferees led to the approval 
of only $40 million for this 
new program, 

Another good example of 
the economy-mindedness of 


the House was reflected in the | 


request for funds for the Ad- 
minisration’s so-called model 
cities program, for which $662 
million was requested. The 
House approved only $237 mil- 
lion, while the Senate voted to 
full $40 million figure. Nor- 
mally, conferees facing such 
a situation would split the dif- 
ference down the middle, but 
provide $537 million. The 
House insisted on the lowest 
possible figure, and the con- 
ferees arreed ta a fionre of

Participation sales certifi- 
cates are shares in a pool of 
mortgages that are taken 
from various federal programs 
such as college housing, hou- 
sing for he elderly, the FHA, 
and programs operated by the 
Vevcrans Administration. If 
auhorized to do so by Con- 
gress, the Treasury Depart- 
ment can sell these certifica- 
tes, or shares, to private bus- 
inesses at a specified rate of 
inerest - which, c% course, 
must be high enough to at- 
trect buyers. The mortgages 
held by the government bear 
a fairly low interest rate, so 
the Treasury Department has 
to subsidize the interest to 
bring the rates up to a point 
where these certificates are 
marketable. 

After the Treasury Depart- 
ment sells the participation 
sales certificates, it takes the 
proceeds and uses them to 
pay current operating expen- 
ses o fthe government, there- 


by avoiding the appropriation 
of a like amount of funds, Act- 
ually, this is a device for bor- 
rowing money, and it is the 
most expensive way of bor- 
rowing money the govern. 
ment employs today. The ex: 
tra cost of the interest alone 
will be at least one-half of 
one per cent, 

It was the feeling of many 
members of the House -- in- 
cluding your own congressman 
that we should not be dispos- 
ing of any interest in capital 
rssets without applying the 
proceeds on the debt which 
was partially created by the 
funds used to acquire the 
mortgages.

Despite the fact that Shelby 
County is anticipating one of 
the best cotton harvests in the 
state, the county has been in- 
cluded with 43 other Alabama 
counties as “eligible for emer- 
gency Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration loans.” 


This was announced in Wash- 
ington on October 26 by Sen- 
ators Sparkman, Hill and Con- 
gressman Armistead Selden. 


Sam Pierce, FHA Supervis- 
or for Shelby County, said in 
Columbiana Monday, that when 
reports were submitted, the 
weather had not been favor- 
able for cotton. 

Pierce reports that cotton 
is not as good in other parts of 
the county as it is in the Har- 
persville area. He also said that 
the hay and grazing crops are 
not good locally this season. 


Pierce added that the pur- 
pose of this loan program is to 
aid farmers to continue farm- 
ing, even when they have a bad 
crop.

At arraignment proceedings 
last Monday McCarter heard 
District Attorney William Hol- 
lingsworth of the 29th Judi- 
cial Circuit read the Grand 
Jury’s charges against him. 

He-is accused of suffocating 
or strangling to death Steven 
Murphy and shooting with a 
gun or pistol Vaughan Murphy 
and William Binzell. 

The bodies of the three 
Homewood boys were disco- 
vered in north Shelby County 
the day after Christmas last 
year. 

Defense Attorney Drew Red- 
den entered, in behalf of the 
defendant, a plea of not guilty 
by reason of insanity on each 
of the three counts. 

Judge A. L. Hardegree drew 
35 additional names to increase 
the number of potential jury 
members to an even 100 when 
court meets Monday. This meets 
the Alabama requirement in 
capital cases of “not less than 
50, nor more than 100” names 
on the list of jurors. 

The arraignment saw attor- 
neys for both sides carefully 
checking the wording of each 
sentence and phrase that en- 
tered the official record. At 
one point the word “for” was 
changed to “from’’ at the in- 
sistence of Hollingsworth. 

Attorneys for the defense 
are Drew Redden and Walter 
Mims of Birmingham, and Wal- 
lace and Ellis of Columbiana.

Lack Of Education Contributes 
To Dependency In Old Age 


Alabama’s old age pension- 
ers are practically all (94.2 per- 
cent) native Southerners, with 
83.8 percent having been born 
in Alabama. Only one-tenth 
of one percent were foreign 
born. Nationwide, less than half 
of the old age recipients are 
natives of the state where they 
now live (49.4 percent). 

These and other findings 
were released by the U. S. De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare as a result of a 
questionnaire sent to a sample 
of the recipients during a de- 
signated study menth. Certain 
data in Alabama as compared 
with national totals were made 
public today by Pensions and 
Security Commissioner Ruben 
K. King and the State Board 
Chairman, Governor Lurleen B. 
Wallace. 

“It is apparent that lack of 
education contributes to de- 
pendency in old age,” the Com- 
missioner declared. He said that 
9.5 percent of all recipients 
over the country had never 
been to school and among male 
recipients, 12.1 percent were 
without any formal schooling. 
For Alabama, the figures are 
higher - with 13.4 percent of 
the total and 18.2 percent of 
the men being uneducated. 

Almost as critical were the 
data that showed 23.2 percent 
of all U. S, recipients and 28.6 
percent of the men having been 
to school from one to four 
years only. For Alabama this 
applied to 32.1 percent of the 
total and 35.2 percent of the 
men. 

“Clearly,” the Commissioner 
commented, “such individuals 
could not qualify, as a rule, for 
any but low-paying jobs or 
earn only marginal incomes in 
their working years.” 

Occupations related to farm- 
ing, ranging from owners to 
day laborers, were reported as 
usual for 56 percent of Ala- 
bama’s male recipients and 37 
percent of those nationwide. 
Many years without adequate 
social security coverage for 
these groups could have contri- 
buted to their dependency.

Tourists In State 
Sent Questionnaire 


A travel-questionnaire sur- 
vey conducted by the State 
Bureau of Publicity and In- 
formation has been mailed to 
more than 5,000 residents of 
the midwest and southwest 
United States. 

Random literature-re quest 
coupon selections were made 
during the months of Febm- 
ary through June of 1967. 
The questionnaire, a stamped 
return envelope and a letter 
from Governor Lurleen B. Wal- 
lace were mailed in mid-Octo- 
ber. 

Designed to aid the Bureau 
in its assessment of some areas 
of particular concern to the 
traveler, the questionnaire form 
also requests information about 
the visitor’s length of stay in 
Alabama, number of members 
in the group, attractions visited; 
asks the traveler to rate attrac- 
tions, roads and lodging esta- 
blishments on his route and 
allows additional comments per- 
taining to the guests’ needs and 
wishes while traveling. 

“While the questionnaire is 
not in evaluating the entire 
Alabama travel industry mem- 
bership,” said Ed Ewing, Act- 
ing Director of the Bureau, 
“the answers given will pre- 
sent a somewhat general idea 
of how the state’s attractions 
and accommodations rate in 
the eyes of the millions of out- 
of-state guests who journey to 
Alabama each year.”

Unemployment Down 
During September 


Alabama’s unemployment 
level in September continued 
an over-the-month decline fall- 
ing to some 4.7 percent of the 
total civilian labor force, ac- 
cording to a survev by the State 
Department of Industrial Re- 
lations. 

The industrial relations sur- 
vey estimated total unemploy- 
ment for the month at 55,300 
people. This is a decrease of 
3,300 below the August level, 
however, the unemployment 
level was slightly higher than 
in September of last year. 

Contributing to the decline 
from the prior month was the 
withdrawal of many jobseekers 
from the labor force at the 
beginning of the new school 
term and a slight increase in 
overall nonfarm wage and sal- 
ary employment. 

September’s unemployment 
decline, according to the in- 
dustrial relations report, was 
about normal for this time of 
the year. However, the offset 
during the month was not great 
enough to bring the unemploy- 
ment level down to the total 
recorded during the same per- 
iod last year.

My father filled our cellar 
with bananas and we ate those 
things all winter long. 

Soon after the Lake had 
filled up, a man named Pete 
Eastman built a clubhouse on 
the Shelby County side right 
near the truss. 

That Clubhouse was a big 
nice place. Eastman named it 
Okmo. There used to be big 
parties and entertainments there 
with people coming from Birm- 
ingham and other towns, es- 
pecially on weekends. 

I guess it was in operation 
about six or seven years when 
one night, just after dark, it 
caught fire. 

There must have been about 
ten or twelve of us kids who 
lived in the section houses at 
Mostellars. We all took out and 
ran down the tracks—it must 
have been about a mile—as fast 
as we could to get to the fire. 

There wasn’t anybody at 
the Clubhouse that night ex- 
cept the caretaker since it was 
during the week. Nobody was 
hurt in the fire, but it burned 
completely down to the gro- 
und. 

The main thing I remember 
about that fire is that some of 
the first men who got there 
tried their best to save the 
beer. Somehow they got into 
the part of the Clubhouse 
where it was stored. I remem- 
ber standing with the other 
kids watching those men roll 
casks of beer out of that burn- 
ing Club house down hill to the 
water’s edge. 

Eastman never rebuilt the 
Clubhouse, but people have 
always since then called that 
part of the river “Okmo”.

WHERE THE ACTION IS: BLUEFISHING 


You can tell when bluefish are feeding on a school of bait 
fish. The ever-present sea gulls that hover over bait fish seldom 
set down on the water. They know better. 

Following schools of tuna, bonito, and striped bass, the gulls 
feel reasonably safe, diving down to pick up a crumb or two 
and resting on a bobbing wave to settle their filled craws. 

Not so, with bluefish. They’re about the meanest, most vicious 
critters that travel the coasts and bays from Maine to Florida. 
In the spring, giant schools of “blues” appear off the Middle 
Atlantic States. Heading north, they are heavy with eggs and 
choosy about their diets. But with spawning completed, blue- 
fish, favoring warmer water, move south for the winter. 

Enroute to Florida, they tear up everything — especially 
tackle. 

A call from Al Ristori in early October and we set out to 
head off an army of bluefish reported to be busting up things 
along the New Jersey coast. 

Now, Al is one human designed to fish for “blues.” Besides 
a lifelong devotion to salt water fishing, Al’s credentials in- 
clude a number of record-sized 
fish and a Phi Beta Kappa 
key from Rutgers. He's got 
the needed brawn too, and 
packs about 170 pounds into 
a 5’7” frame. 

Almost instinctively, Al head- 
ed the 32-foot clinker skiff in 
the right direction and after 
about an hour’s run, we were 
where the action is. About 
50 boats patrolled the flanks, 
taking “blue” after “blue” 
from the marauding army. 
They appeared about the same ; 
size, between six and seven ; 
pounds. Al explained the weak sisters in a school of “blues” 
don’t last long. 

Because fishermen take bluefish by trolling, casting, and 
chumming, it takes an arsenal of tackle to do the job right. 
Al's a real Boy Scout when it comes to fishing. He’s prepared 
and must have hauled a dozen outfits aboard. 

First, we set out two outfits for deep trolling, Garcia Conolon 
solid fiber glass rods and Mitchell 620 game fish reels. Ambassa- 
deur lead core lines helped get us down deep to the fish. One- 
foot long “surgical” eels with two heavy steel 6/0 sproat hooks, 
were connected to the line with the help of a six-foot heavy 
wire leader and swivel. 

The rubber eels were just what the fish wanted. We were hit 
almost immediately. It felt as if both of us hooked a sunken 
battleship. Al rhymthically pumped his fish aboard. Lacking 
Al’s brawn, I needed an extra few minutes to get mine alongside. 

Within an hour, 100 pounds of “blues” were in the fish box. 
We switched to chumming, employing an oily witches’ brew of 
ground mossbunker and sea clam. For this type of action, Al

Danger Signs Of LSD, Marijuana In Southeast 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The fol- 
lowing article, appearing in the 
November edition of AREA 
Magazine, was written by For- 
est E, Ludden, director of the 
Bureau of Primary Prevention, 
Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Health. 

BY FOREST E, LUDDEN 


Marijuana and LSD are in 
Alabama, There is no doubt 
that they are being used by 
school and college students. 
How much of these drugs and 
how many young people are 
using them are unanswered 
questions, 

Some parents are puzzled 
and confused, They ask them- 
selves “How can I stop my 
children from trying the new 
exotic things in life today?” 
Many people say that good 
laws and strong enforcement 
are the answer, Others main- 
tain that these alone are not 


enough—that education is the 
key. 

Laws can be made and en- 
forced, but it is not until peo- 


-ple realize the dangers and pit- 


falls of drug abuse that this 
problem will be solved. 

In order to solve a problem 
it is necessary to identify it: 
What drugs are being used il- 
legally in Alabama? How are 
they procured? What are the 
dangers involved in using these 
drugs? 

Marijuana abuse inmore 
widespread than that of any 
other drug. It can be grown 
almost anywhere in the United 
States. Here in Alabama, fields 
have been found in which the 
plant is cultivated, cut and 
shipped. Discovery of these 
fields is difficult in that the 
plant resembles other green lea 
“weeds” unless the person is 
trained in identification.

The harvesting of marijuana 
is very much like that of to- 
bacco. Marijuana is cut, cured, 
shredded, and sold either in 
form or already rolled in paper. 
Due to the resin content, the 
white cigarette paper turns 
brown; and the ends are usually 
pinched. This drug may be 
smoked, sniffed, or eaten; but 
effects are more rapid if it is 
smoked, 

Common symptoms while 
under the influence may in- 
clude a dreamy sensation, with 
the sense of time, distance, vi- 
sion, and hearing being affect- 
ed. While smoking “pot” a 
person may have hallucinations; 
he may talk fluently around 
friends and be very drowsy 
when alone. Usually a person 
becomes stimulated after smok- 
ing marijuana, but this is fol- 
lowed by moodiness. 

With some individuals, mari- 
juana may cause self-neglect 
and preoccupation with secur- 
ing more of the drug. A person 
may have periods of leaving 
reality and react impulsively to 
fear or panic. One of the great- 
est dangers, however, is the 
usual tendency to graduate to 
more dangerous drugs. 

Laws against the growing, 
processing, possession, and use 
of marijuana are strong in Ala- 
bama. Violation of statues con- 
stitutes a felony. Enforcement 
of these laws, however, has 
been inadequate due to short- 
age of money and law enforce- 
ment officers adequately train- 
ed in this area, 

A hidden drop may be used 
to describe LSD (lysergic acid 
diethylamide). Illegal market- 
ing is usually as a small white 
pill, as a powder in capsules, or 
in a tasteless, colorless liquid. 
Sometimes, a drop of this li- 
quid is placed on sugar cubes, 
cookies, or crackers to disguise 
marketing. 

First synthesized in 1938, 
LSD comes from a fungus that 
grows on rye. Illegal manufac- 
turing is made easy by the fact 
that the chemical compound 
may be made with crude equip- 
ment and a good knowledge of 
chemistry. Certain chemicals 
must be available, but the pro- 
cess of producing LSD from 
them is not too difficult. 

LSD is one of the strongest 
hallucinatory drugs. In its pure 
form, an amount less than the 
surface of a pin of crystalls will 
produce full effects, 

A person under the influ- 
ence of this drug experiences 
what is commonly referred to 
as a “trip.” Certain physical 
changes ar: evident, but it is 
the emotional and psychologi- 
cal effects which are more se- 
vere and long-lasting. 

Body temperature and blood 
pressure usually rise. The pu- 
pils of the eye may become 
enlarged. The drug often af- 
fects senses of sight, hearing, 
touch, and smell; objects may 
appear to take on different 
shapes and pulsate; sound sens- 
es often increase, but the de- 
termination of sound direction 
is confused; food may taste 
gritty; the user may shake, feel 
lightheaded, and foggy. Time 
may seem to race, stop, slow 
down, or even go backward. 

LSD’s effect upon the ner- 
vous system may produce mark- 
ed changes. There may be 
bursts of tears or of laughter; 
the person may feel no emo- 
tion at all. A sense of being 
alone and cut off from the 
world may result in anxiety, 
fear and panic. 

Certain physical effects of 
the drug may wear off after a 
number of hours. Fatigue and 
tension may last for a much 
longer period of time. Mental 
and emotional changes may 
last for indefinite periods. 

The dangers of LSD are 
becoming increasingly evident. 
Almost daily, papers through- 
out the country report trage- 
dies from the use of LSD. In 
Chicago, a five-year-old girl, 
looking for breakfast, found a 
sugar cube in the refrigerator 
and ate it. In 20 minutes she 
was screaming; three hours la- 
ter she thought that her body 
had been cut off at the waist. 
This child was nine months re- 
covering from the effects of a 
drop of LSD on a sugar cube. 

How may people have jump- 
ed off high buildings and cliffs 
thinking that they could fly? 
One man imagined that he 
could stop a train and stood on 
the tracks until he was hit by 


it. All of these cases are docu- 
mented with “under the influ- 
ence of LSD.” 

Although these incidences 
have been concentrated in oth- 
er parts of the country, this 
may not continue. There is 
concrete evidence of LSD 
movements in the Southeast. 

Our state laws governing 
LSD were passed during the 
special 1966 legislative session. 
In 1967 a major amendment 
was made to include all sub- 
stances that produce hallucina- 
tions. Alabama's laws regarding 
LSD and similar drugs are as 
strong, if not stronger, than 
those of other states. Lack of 
funds and personnel, however, 
continue to pose enforcement 
problems. 

Alabama’s strongest ally in 
this battle is education. Through 
education we could prevent 
drug abuse before it occurs 
and thereby minimize our en- 
forcement needs. But where 
does the responsibility for edu- 
cating lie? 

Educational programs in our 
schools cover a wide range of 
subjects, many designed speci- 
fically to aid the physical and 
emotional development and 
well-being of children. Does 
not, however, this responsibil- 
ity fall primarily upon the 
shoulders of parents?

Young people must be pre- 
pared in the home to make the 
necessary decisions which will 
guide them throughout life. 
Even within the home we may 
discover many substances which 
could be dangerous if used the 
the wrong way: The pills in 
the medicine cabinet can poi- 
son us; the sniffing of gasoline 
used for power mowers can 
cause hallucinations, glue may 
be sniffed to produce false 
images and unconsciousness; 
abuse of alcohol in all of its 
forms, can affect the entire 
family. 

In today’s world, young peo- 
ple may encounter difficulty in 
finding themselves and in se- 
curing truths without the bene- 
fit of parental guidance. This 
generation, however, is con- 
cerned about a role in the 
world, a future family life, the 
process of growing up, and the 
pressures of today and tomor- 
row’s society. 

For this reason, they must 
be taught and guided early in 
life to adapt and modify their 
behavior in order to achieve 
their goals and purposes. If 
parents in the home and edu- 
cators in the classroom pro- 
vide the setting, the “puff of 
smoke” and the “hidden drop” 
will not be a problem in Ala- 
bama.

David McCarter, Jr., was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment 
on three different charges of 
first degree murder at 7:15 
Tuesday night. 

Sentence was pronounced by 
Circuit Judge A. L. Hardegree 
in the Shelby County Court- 
house in Columbiana. 

The case that began last 
Christmas day was concluded 


when Shelby County Sheriff 


C. P. Walker led McCarter from 
the courtroom and back to the 
Shelby County jail. 

In his sentencing Judge Har- 


degree asked the defendant if 


he had anything to say. Three 
times McCarter shook his head 


three sentences. One for each 
of the three murders. The 
three crimes were identified on 
the docket as numbers 9992, 
9993, and 9994, 


In each case McCarter was 
sentenced to life imprisonment 


in the penitentiary of the state 


of Alabama, as punishment for 


his crimes. 

Judge Hardegree also stated 
that the prison terms are not to 
run concurrently, but consec- 
utively. Judge Hardegree also 
noted that the jury requested 
and made a part of its verdict, 
that no parole and no pardon 
be granted McCarter. 

Earlier in the day Tuesday 
attorneys for the state and att- 
orneys for the defense worked 
out an agreement whereby Mc- 
Carter would withdraw his 
pleas of not guilty by reason of 
insanity, and instead plead guil- 
ty to murder in the first de- 
gree in each of the three cases, 

At 4:10 Tuesday afternoon 
attorneys for the defense and 
for the state conferred briefly 
with Judge Hardegree. At 4:15

Harpersville Adds Services, 
Anticipates No New Taxes 


In an interview last week 
with the Shelby County Re- 
porter, Mayor J. W. Donahoo 
of Harpersville discussed some 
of the problems facing his 
town. 

The conversation touched on 
the subject of money and tax- 
es many times as Donahoo list- 
ed some of his hopes for Har- 
persville. 

Donahoo is pleased at the way 
many things are going. Mer- 
cury vapor lights have been 
installed this year along the 
streets to provide better light- 
ing. The Mayor says, ‘We'll 
add more as we can.” 

The garbage collection ser- 
vice has been vastly improved 
since last January when Har- 
persville and Vincent formed 
a cooperative arrangement. 
Garbage from residences of 
the two towns is taken to a 
dump two miles from Vincent. 


Then county equipment “push- 
es it back for us.” 

The land is rented by the 
two towns on a population ba- 
sis. Pick-ups are made once a 
week. Donahoo says the col- 
lection service would be bet- 
ter if every household would 
use a 20 gallon standard gar- 
bage can instead of the heavy 
drums some are now using. 

There are no plans to levy 
any new taxes in the munici- 
pality. Harpersville has no 
cigarette tax and does not an- 
ticipate levying a sales tax. 
Its budget comes chiefly from 
a five mill city tax on prop- 
erty and automobiles. 

Donahoo pointed out that 
Harpersville is suffering from 
one financial problem that the 
other towns in Shelby County 
are also facing. It seems that 
when citizens pay their auto- 
mobile tax at the Courthouse 


they are not admitting they 
live within the city limits of 
a municipality. This means 
that the municipality does not 
receive its share of the auto- 
mobile tax. Donahoa says the 
mayors of all Shelby County 
towns have discussed this in 
their meetings. 

Donahoo said, ‘There are 
fewer cars registered today in 


the city limits of Harpersville- 


than there were in 1954, and I 
believe there are more cars 


today in  Harpersville than 
there were then.” 
For the future, Donahoo 


would like to see more streets 
paved in town and bridges im- 
proved. 

He feels strongly about the 
situation on U. S. Highway 
280. He would like to see ma- 
jor improvements made on the

Have you ever stopped to 
think how important a baby's 
feet are to his future health 
and happiness? Probably not. 
But since one out of three 
babies will eventually have foot 
problems, a few basic facts 
about new feet and their care 
should be useful. 

Why are a baby’s feet so im- 
portant? For one thing, they 
must last through a lifetime of 
walking. During his life, the 
average person walks a dis- 
tance equal to nearly two and 
one-half times around the 
earth. What a jong trip that 
could be on aching feet! 

Neglecting foot health in the 
early years invites problems 
later on, not only in the feet 
themselves but in the legs, 
lower back and other areas. 
“There also can be undesirable 
effects on the child’s person- 
ality. The youngster with 
troublesome feet walks awk- 
wardly and usually has poor 
general posture. As a result, he 
may become shy or introverted. 

Podiatrists consider the first 
year of life the most significant 
in development of the feet. 
Why? By the time your child 
reaches age one, his feet will 
have grown to almost half the. 
size they will be in his twenty- 
first year. Such pliable, rapidly 
expanding structures are sus- 
ceptible to deforming pres- 
sures. Here is what you should 
remember about infant feet: 

Your child has no real need 
for shoes or socks until he be- 
gins to stand and walk. 

Do not bind bed covers over 
baby’s feet. This restricts move- 
ment and retards normal de- 
velopment. 

Let the child lie uncovered 
for some time each day. This 
allows for kicking and other 
motion so necessary for 
strengthening the feet and pre- 
paring them for their later 
weight-bearing role. 

Change baby’s position several 
times a day. Lying too long in 
one position — especially on- 
the stomach — can put exces- 
sive strain on feet and legs and 


or at least until a good heel fit 
can be obtained in low shoes. 
When your child reaches 
walking age keep in mind: 

Have his feet examined again 


foot care. He will give you val- 
uable advice about your young- 
ster’s feet and shoes. 

Since baby’s feet do grow 
rapidly, his shoes and socks 
must be checked often. In early 
childhood it is often necessary 
to change shoe and sock sizes 
every month or two. 

Don’t force your child to walk 
before he is ready. When he is 
physically and emotionally pre- 
pared, he will walk. Let baby

set his own pace. Comparisons 
with other children are mis- 
leading and often harmful. 


to eighteen months. 

When your child starts walk- 
ing, take him out for daily 
strolls. Walking is a most im- 
portant health habit and the 
very best of all foot exercises. 

One final word of advice to 
the new mother: The care you 
give your child’s feet will have 
a tremendous influence upon 
his foot health later on. Feet 
are important — and we get 
only one pair.

Letter to Editor: 


Frequently our attention is 
called to the regrettable man- 
ner in which the appelate courts 
are shackling the hands of our 
law enforcement agencies. To 
the extent to which such ten- 
dencies have been carried to 
excess - and it certainly seems 
to many of us that there is a 
considerable amount of truth in 
this complaint - it is unques- 
tionably to the detriment of 
law and order. 

We can only be dismayed 
at such times as it seems that 
the criminal’s rights are more 

-Cherished by the courts than 
are those of law-abiding citi- 
zens. 

However, there is another 
side to the question. When in 
certain communities innocent 
citizens - especially the very 
impressionable young -are, 
through the misguided zeal of 
the police. subject frequently 
to what can only be called the 
harassment of being stopped 
and illegally searched when there 
is nothing whatsoever in their 
conduct to warrant the arous- 
ing of suspicion, it is imvos- 
sible to imagine other than that 
resentment is aroused. Inevi- 
tably, especially in the young, 
resentment of treatment at the 
hands of police results in a de- 
veloping tendency to lose re- 
spect for the law. 

Probably most of us applaud 
the diligence of the constabu- 
lary in enforcing the law; but 
many of us are seriously con-

Highway Safety 


An Example of one of the 
measures passed by the Hou- 
se last Monday under suspen- 
sion of the rules was a bill, 
already approved by the Sen- 
ate, to increase the size of a 
commission in the new De- 
partment of Transportation 
fom 29 to 35 members.

Week is Thanksgiving Day.

Tie Thompson For County Title 


The Wildcats of Shelby 
County High showered Calera’s 
goal line in a Crimson torrent 
Friday night to swamp the Ea- 
gles 40-26. 

The win placed the Wildcats 
in a tie with Thompson High 
for the 1967 county title. Both 
finished the County circuit with 
three wins, one loss records. 

Shelby County High lost its 


only game with county oppon- 
ents to Thompson High. The 
Warriors had their perfect re- 
cord in the county shattered 
by Calera. 

Columbiana crossed the Ca- 
lera goal line first when End 
Jeff Hand tossed 18 yards to 
Bobby Bentley on an end a- 
round pass. 

Calera knotted the score 


moments later on a 10-yard 
run by Quarterback Mike Co- 
shatt. The Wildcats went ahead 
13-6 when David Jones passed 
44 yards to Hand. 

Chuck Walton scored twice 
in the second period on two- 
yard runs to give the Wildcats 
a 26-6 lead at halftime. 

Shelby County High stretch- 
ed the margin to 33-6 in the 
third quarter on a 10-yard 
scoring pass from Jones to 
Bentley. 

Eugene Scott raced 35 yards 
for a Calera touchdown, but 
the Wildcats matched the tally 
with a 49-yard aerial from 
Jones to Bentley.

COOSA BASS 
RECORD SET 


Conservation Director Claude 
D. Kelley announced this week 
that an Alabama fisherman has 
caught another world’s record 
freshwater fish. 

The Director said the Game 
and Fish Division of the Con- 
servation Department has been 
notified of the record catch by 
Field and Stream, outdoor 
sports magazine. 

The magazine said that a 
6-pound, one half ounce redeye 
bass, commonly known as the 
Coosa bass, caught by Thomas 
L. Sharpe of Shawmut. will be 
listed in the publication’s list 
of world’s record catches. This 
is the first official world’s re- 
cord for this species. 

The record catch was veri- 
fied after the necessary papers 
and evidence were submitted 
to the magazine. 

Sharpe caught his record 
Coosa bass with a rebel lure 
on a 10-pound test line. The 
bass was taken from Hallawa- 
kee Creek in Lee County on 
March 24, 1967. 

The record Coosa bass brings 
to four the number of current 
world’s record fresh water fish 
caught in Alabama. Other Ala- 
bama world’s records include a 
4-pound, 12 ounce bluegill tak- 
en 17 years ago at Ketona Lake, 
near Birmingham; a 4pound, 
4ounce redear sunfish (shell- 
cracker) taken at Chattahoo- 
chee State Park five years ago; 
and an 8-pound spotted bass 
taken from Lewis Smith Lake 
in March, 1966. 

Previous world’s records held 
by Alabama include a 10-pound, 
8-ounce smallmouth bass and a 
7-pound spotted bass. Both of 
these records have been beaten.

costs as they are, this means 
home ownership — not rent. 
If people in Columbiana were 
willing to pay rents of $150 
or more per month for houses 
or would consider apartment 
living, the rental shortage 
would erase in Hatrison’s view. 

Harrison says that people 
could take a more realistic 
view of paying rent. The costs 
that go with home ownership 
are so high to the individual 
that if a person owns a 
$10,000 home, it is the equiv- 
alent of paying $100 per 
month in rent, Harrison says. 
By the same figures, a man 
might as well pay $200 per 
month rent as own a $20,000 
home. 

At least one builder, Earl 
Standifer, is willing to take 
a chance on rental property 
for Columbiana’s expanding 
population. Though plans are 
not complete, an apartment 
building is a definite part of 
Standifer’s building plans near 
the Industrial Park. He says 
the proposed two bedroom 
apartments will rent for about 
$102 per month. He has al- 
ready had many interested in- 
quiries. 

J. A. Hines, Jr. says there 
has been a need for low-cost 
housing for sometime, but 
building has been held back 
because of a lack of planned 
subdivisions. Now, however, 
with three subdivisions avail- 
able for homesites, Hines pre- 
dicts a medium boom in Home 
building. He says the building 
of all types of housing, low 
cost and expensive, will be 
be spurred with the availability 
of lots in these subdivisions. 

Hines adds that the costs of 
lots varies between $1300 and 
$2500 in the Columbiana area. 
He says the family earning 
from $5,000 to $7,000 per 
year buys houses in the 
$12,000 to $15,000 price 
range. This price includes the 
cost of the land. 


Hines says, “You can’t sell 
a two bedroom house in to- 
day’s market. The three bed- 
room is the most popular 
size.” 

The Shelby County Savings 
and Loan Association has 
made a total of 412 loans 
for home building since 1961. 
The total amount of money 
involved in these loan is 
$2,340,736, according to fig- 
ures furnished the Reporter 
by Mr. Hines. 

Carlton Franks forsees that 
the new employees of the new 
industries in Columbiana will 


provide for a “good steady 
growth” in the home building 
business. 


He says that Smith-Franks 
has already had inquiries from 
new people in regard to home 
building. 

The new subdivisions with 
lots for sale will help ma- 
terially, Franks feels. He agrees 
that building houses for rent 
is not economically wise. His 
company builds of contract 
only, not on a_ speculative 
basis.

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Revolution Coming 
Ad Valorem Tax 


Editor's Note; A revolution is 
coming in the application of 
Alabama's ad valorem tax. It 
will be far reaching and it will 
affect practically every family 
in the state. The following is 
the first part of a two-part 
series analyzing the situation 
and pointing out what might 
happen in the months ahead. 
The article is written exclusive- 
ly for Alabama Press Associa- 
tion member newspapers by 
Don F, Wasson, Staff Writer 
for The Montgomery Adver- 
tiser, 


In the next few months, cer- 
tainly within the next year a 
major revolution is going to 
take place in Alabama in the 
most basic of all taxes—the ad 
valorem tax, 

This is the tax on property 
(see box) and it is more of a lo- 
cal tax than a state tax. The 
state levy on property is 6.5 
mills, or $6.50 on each $1,000 
of property. The state realizes 
some $12 million annually from 
this source, a very minor part 
of the state’s annual income 
of $78 million. ' 

But the tax is a major por- 
tion of the income of many 
counties of Alabama with much 
of the income from the tax go- 
ing to the public schools, An 
advantage of the tax to govern- 
ment leaders is its stability, The 
ad valorem tax income is al- 
ways on the rise at a very pre- 
dictable rate. 

So what is causing the re- 
volution, and how will it af- 
fect the average homeowner? 

The revolution is coming be- 
cause the state has allowed, 
over many years, the creation 
of a patchwork application of 
its basic laws regarding the tax. 
While the state code fixes the 
rate of property assessment at 
60 per cent of fair and reason- 
able value, no county in the 
state taxes at that rate. 

Recent studies have shown 
that the average rate of assess- 
ment over the state is 15.5 per 
cent with some counties being 
as low as 10 per cent and only 
one county—Jefferson—ap- 
proaching 30 per cent. 

In 1959, the Alabama Pow- 
er Company won a reduction 
of its 60 per cent assessment to 
40 per cent. And early this 
year, the L&N Railroad and 
other utility firms were granted 
a reduction, spaced over the 
next three years, to 30 per 
cent. That reduction will cost 
local governments a total of 
$3.47 million. 


Based upon presert mill 
rates, it will cost Shelby Coun- 
ty $222,684 per year. Only 
Jefferson and Mobile counties 
are harder hit than Shelby. 

But the important part of 
of the utility suit was the clos- 
ing remark if Circuit Judge 
Eugene Carter who said: 

“The Court retains jurisdic- 
tion of this cause for the pur- 
pose of receiving periodic re- 
ports at least annually from 
respondent (The State Depart- 
ment of Revenue) of what steps 
it has taken to achieve uni- 
formity among all taxpayers 
in Alabama, whether centrally 
or locally assessed.” 

This was a clear warning to 
the state to do something about 
its inequitable tax assessment 
picture or face additional court 
action in the near future, It is 
possible that if tax equaliza- 
tion has not been achieved by 
early next year, the court could 
order a reduction of the utility 
assessment to 15.4 per cent, 
which has already been shown 
to be the state average. 

That would mean that the 
cities and counties would lose 
twice the figures quoted above. 

It is almost certain that the 
state will not allow that to hap- 
pen. It would be too large a 
loss of revenue. 

But even more likely that a 


court-ordered equilization at 15,4- 


percent is an order simply tell- 


existing laws. Many tax experts 
have said that the state already 
has the necessary laws to effect 
equalization, that enforcement 
is the key to the problem. 

First, however, the courts 
will probably strike down a 
law passed in the recent legisla- 
tive session. That law changed 
the state rate from 60 per cent 
to “not more than 30 per cent.” 
And constitutional lawyers say 
that the law is patently uncon- 
stitutional. 

It was passed by the legi- 
slature in an attempt to fore- 
stall the court-enforced appli- 
cation of the 60 per cent law. 
“If we're going to have to equa- 
lize taxes,” was the thinking, 
“then we better get the rate 
down to a reasonable figure.” 

That was good thinking and 
an attempt was made to set the 
rate at 25 per cent. But oppon- 
ents won the “not more than 
30 per cent” wording and in 
doing so, they negated any 
effect the law might have had. 

The bill as passed is seen as 
an attempt to legalize the pre- 
sent assessment practices which 
allows tax assessors in each 
county to determine what the 
rate will be. A tax assessor in 
“A” County could fix the rate 
at 10 per cent while a tax 
assessor in “B” county could 
fix that county’s rate at 30 
per cent. Neither would be 
“more than” the 30 per cent 
rate. 


If the court finds this act 
unconstitutional, and there al- 
ready is a suit in federal court 
here attacking its constitution- 
ality, then the state is right 
back where it was before the 
legislature met. 


It is increasingly apparent 
that something real and mean- 
ingful must be done soon, or 
the court will step in an order 
equal application of existing 
state tax laws at the 60% assess- 
ment rate. 


What might be done will be 
subject of next week’s article.

Deep and Slow 


If you're not getting fish 
these days, the odds are about 
twenty-to-one you're fishing too 
fast and too shallow. 

The most exciting type of 
angling occurs on the surface, 
but over the long haul you'll 
find that most fish in most 
areas are taken in deeper 
water .. . and by anglers who 
have the patience to fish their 
lures at a snail's crawl. 


“Fish ’em deep and slow” is 
the advice offered to fishermen 
by the experts of Mercury Out- 
boards, and it’s a tip that de- 
serves further consideration. 

While no theory in fishing is 
infallible, this business of 
switching to deep-running plugs 
when on-top baits fail to pro- 
duce is "nerely common sense. 
During a 24-hour period, the 
shallows are good mainly in 
the early morning and at dusk. 
The rest of the time, you'll do 
better in the depths. 


The biggest handicap to fish- 
ing a bottom bait properly 
is the fisherman's impatience 
which invariably causes him to 
retrieve too fast. It takes plenty 
of self-restraint to let an arti- 
ficial sink down into 15 to 30 
feet of water, and then retrieve 
it so slowly it would play 
second fiddle to a slow turtle. 

As # general rule, turn the 
reel handle one complete turn 
about every five seconds. Oc- 
casionally twitch the rod tip 
to make the lure dart forward. 
The strikes you'll get ade- 
quately compensate for this 
painstaking retrieve. 


Another advantage of work- 
ing the depths with a bottom 
bumper is the fact that this is 
the home of big lunkers, fish 
seldom taken in the shallows. 

So don’t give up too quickly 
when you're on the water and 
: action .is slow. Gear your 

shing accordingly and hug

When harvest is completed the 
estimated yield will be 40-45 
bushels per acre. 

Mr. Lawley reworked an old 
combine to do a very satis- 
factory job of harvesting. The 
combine used was originally a 
sack loading machine. Mr. Law- 
ley used sheet metal to con- 
struct a 25 bushel bin and with 
the use of a second-hand auger 
built in an unloading system. 
This auger is belt driven from 
the power take-off drive and is 
operated with the combine 
clutch disengaged. 

Such ingenuity on Mr. Law- 
ley’s part will insure a good re- 
turn to labor for this enterprise. 


vallo operates two small leased 
farms in the Dogwood Com- 
munity. He included 60 acres 
of soybeans in his cropping 
program for the first time this 
year. He became interested in 
bean production after reading 
and hearing newspaper and ra- 
dio releases through the local 
news media. 

Lawley faced many pro- 
blems as he was using land that 
had been out of cultivation for 
several years. He had no pre- 
vious experience in bean pro- 
duction and he lived in a area 
where there were no custom 
harvesting equipment available. 
Mr. Lawley realized that if 
the enterprise was to be suc- 
cessful he would have to con- 
trol the cost of production. 
By studying and using the re- 
commended production prac- 
tices and some ingenuity he has 
been able to hold his costs to a 
minimum. Good land prepara- 
tion, fertilizing with recom- 
mended rates and analysis of 
fertilizer, good cultural prac- 
tices and the use of recom- 
mended variety of beans has 
assured him of good yields,

Due to the number of shoals 
and waterfalls along the Coosa 
River from Wetumpka to Greens- 
port, near Gadsden, the major- 


ity of heavy river traffic was 
concentrated from Greensport 


to Rome, Georgia. 
The first steamboat on the 


river was constructed in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio and floated up the 
Alabama and Coosa Rivers as 
far as Wetumpka. There the 
steamboat was dismatled and 
transported overland to Greens- 
port. 

Steamboat traffic was heavy 
from Greensport to Rome, Ga. 
from 1845 to the 1870's. The 
rapid growth of the steamboat 
traffic on the unper Coosa made 
it evident that more develon- 
ment was needed to make the 
river navigable from Greensnort 
to Wtumpka. 

Several locks were con- 
structed along the river from 
1890 to 1917; however during 
the same period railroads were 
extended to serve the Coosa

YOU MAY NEVER SEE AN UGLIER HOUSE than the 
one that belongs to a telephone company in another part 
of the country. The outside is a patchwork of brick, stucco, 
clapboard, tar paper, and other siding; inside, it’s a hodge- 
podge of plaster, linoleum, tile, and two-by-fours. Need- 
less to say, nobody lives there — but telephone men in- 
stall phones by the dozens—because the house was built 
for training purposes. It gives installer-repairmen practical 
experience at installing wires and phones in a manner es- 
pecially tailored to the various kinds of building materials 
used by phone customers.

ONE OF THE MOST UNUSUAL of the Bell System’s 
special services for handicapped persons is a switchboard 
for blind telephone operators. The sightless operator hears 
a call signal in her headset and locates it on the board by 
means of an electronic probe which emits another sound 
signal, enabling her to make and take calls easily. Like 
many other tailor-made services, this device is the result 
of teamwork between the Bell Telephone Laboratories (the 
research arm of the Bell System), and the Western Electric 
Company (the manufacturing and distributing arm).

Urban - Rural Forces Battle 
Over State Property Tax 


Editor's Note: This is the se- 
cond part of a two-part series 
written exclusively for Alaba- 
ma Press Association Member 
Newspapers by Don F, Wasson, 
Staff Writer for The Montgo- 
mery Advertiser. 


We saw last week how suits 
by state utility firms attacking 
the inequities of Alabama’s ad 
valorem tax law enforcement 
has brought the state to the 
verge of statewide reforms in 
those laws. 

The legislature knew that 
this eventuallity was close at 
hand when it passed in 1966 a 
resolution creating an interim 
committee to study the ad 
valorem tax problem. 

But the administration, fac- 
ed with the November election, 
Stalled the actual naming of the 
committee and it was not un- 
til January of this year that its 
members were named. They 
set to work at once and made 
an exhaustive study, holding 
hearings around the state and 
looking into recently revised 
laws of other states. 

Delayed by the special and 
regular sessions of the legisla- 
ture, which met continously 
from March 2 and in which 
many of the committee mem- 
bers sat, the group nevertheless 
agreed on a unanimous report 
on July 6, 1967. 

But before the report could 
be printed and distributed to 
the legislature, a minority of 
four members of the committee 
met and submitted a minority 
report. In it, they recommend- 
ed that the state adopt a classi- 
fication system of property tax- 
ation. 

This was the plan backed by 
the Alabama Farm Bureau. It 
would have called for a constitu- 
tional amendment setting the 
assessment rate on public utili- 
ties at 40 per cent, tangible 
and intangible personal proper- 
ty at 30 per cent, real estate 
(residential, business and in- 
dustrial) at 25 per cent, and 
farmlands, including timber- 
lands, at 15 per cent. 

The rural forces in the le- 
gislature got the package of 
bills through the House and 
through committee action in 
the Senate. But urban forces 
blocked final passage in the 
Senate. 

The urban forces, mean— 
while, had introduced bills of 
their own but they never got 
out of committee in either 
house and were never debated. 

Those bills were based upon 
the recommendations of the 
full legislative study committee 
and they would have accom- 
plished the following major ob- 
jectives: 

—Equal enforcement of the 
constitutional provision that all 
property be valued on the same 
bases without discrimination. 

—A statewide reappraisal of 
property by an outside apprais- 
ing firm, with the state helping 
to defray the cost. 

—Setting the statewide assess- 
ment rate at 30 per cent or in 
that neighborhood rather than 
the unrealistic 60 per cent rate. 

—Repeal of the automatic 
reassessment provision and to 
require annual reassessment un- 
der oath. 

—Improving Boards of Equa- 
lization by requiring profes- 
sional qualifications, increasing 
board member’s salaries, in- 
creasing the number of work- 
ing days from 80. to 160 and 
permitting reimbursement of 
board members for travel. 

—Publication of ratio of sales 
studies, showing prices of real 
property actually sold in the 
county and what the valuation 
of the same property is shown 
to be on the tax rolls, 

—Increasing the $2,000 home- 
stead exemption to $5,000. 

—Exemption of growing tim- 
ber the same as any other grow- 
ing crop but an increase in the 
severance tax on such timber. 

—Exemption of all non-in- 
come producting personal pro- 
perty such as household furni- 
ture, personal effects, musical 
instruments and jewelry. 

—Uniform assessment at the 
same value of each make, mo- 
del and year of manufacture of 
automobiles. 

What will happen next? 

A suit filed in U. S. Dis- 
trict Court in Montgomery asks 
that the recently passed law 
setting the assessment rate at 


an equal basis and without fa- 
vor or discrimination. 

“No legislation is necessary 
to assure this result. 

“A commissioner of reve- 
nue who favors tax equaliza- 
tion, supported by a governor 
who favors tax equalization, 
can accomplish the result with- 
out any additional action by the 
legislation. 

“If the state fails to follow 
the foregoing course of action, 
the second alternative, a tax- 
payer’s suit to require proper- 
ty to be assessed in accord- 
ance with law, is an alternative 
we must all recognize.” 

And the report warned that 
whichever course is chosen, 
“the property tax must either 
be equalized or it must be 
abandoned,” 

Most capital observers agree 
that a special session of the le- 
gislature will be called, probab- 
ly early next year, to again 
look into the matter. It pro- 
bably will not be able to agree 
on a new law—because of the 
deep split between urban and 
rural factions. 

So the forecast is that the 
base assessment rate will be 
changed to 25 per cent and 
that the state will appropriate 
funds to finance a statewide 
reappraisal plus enough funds 
to allow the Revenue Depart- 
ment to enforce equal assess- 
ments throughout the state. 


not more than 30 per cent,” 
be declared unconstitutional. 

It also asks equal tax assess- 
ments throughout the state. 

The state has filed an an- 
swer, claiming that the U. S. 
court does not have jurisdic- 
tion. 

It makes no difference how 
the court holds on that point 
because of a circuit court rul- 
ing in a utility suit earlier this 
year. * 

That ruling instructed the 
state to report periodically, at 
least annually, on what steps it 
has taken to achieve uniformity 
among all taxpayers of the 
state. The anniversary date of 
that ruling is April 5, 1968, 

And so far, the state has 
done nothing. 


It can do nothing, says the 
Revenue Department, until it 
has adequate financing to hire 
the investigators needed to en- 
force the law. 


The Interim Committee’s re- 
port prefaced its recommenda- 
tions with the following state- 
ment. 


“Alabama has a clear choice 
of courses of action in the pro- 
perty tax field. It can recognize 
its responsibilities as one of the 
sovereign states and assure that

It was 
written and published in 1888 
by the Rev. B. F. Riley D.D. 
Jjand printed by Constitution 
Publishing Company, in Atlan- 
ta, Ga. 

The book, after its first 
printing, was so popular that

(25,000) copies by R. F. Kolb, 
who, at this time was Com- 
missioner of Agriculture of 
AJabama. 

e author divides the state 
nto four divisions: The Cereal, 
Mineral, Cotton and Timber 
Selts — and gives a vivid de- 
«ription of each, He then 
akes up each County and 
writes of the advantages each 

‘ounty offers to those seeking 
‘Thomes in this section. 

On the chapter devoted to 
thelby County, it is stated 
‘hat the county of Shelby was 
sonstituted in the year 1818 
nd it received its name from 
xovernor Iasac Shelby, of Ken- 
ucky. Its area is listed as 
180 miles, 

The population in 1870 was 
2,218; population in 1880 
tood at 17,236. White, 
(2,253; colored 4,983. 

Tilled land, 58,550 acres,

“An exciting and logical de- 
velopment of the Montevallo 
area is the anticipated result 
of an imaginative program now 
underway,” according to Dr. 
M. L. Orr, Jr., Mayor of Monte- 
vallo. 

Dr. Orr describes the pro- 
gram as “an essential step in 
the operation of a growing 
municipality. It is absolutely 
necessary to have an orderly 
dynamic plan for the future if 
we expect to maintain Monte- 
vallo’s reputation as a progres- 
sive and desirable city.” 

“The half-way point in a 
planning program for the City 
of Montevallo and the Monte- 
vallo area has been reached 
and we are now looking for- 
ward to the day when some of 
the ground work already ac- 
complished can be implement- 
ed and become useful to our 
citizens,” the mayor stated. 

Guide for Growth 


The program, designed to 
take two years to complete, 
is expected to serve as a devel- 
opmental guide for Montevallo 
and surrounding areas for a 
twenty year period. 

The planning program is be- 
ing developed by the Monte- 
vallo City Planning Commission 
with technical and professional 
assistance provided by the firm 
of Miller, Stevenson, Baker and 
Steinichen, Inc. 

The firm is a corporation 
specializing in city planning 
with offices in’ Atlanta and 
Birmingham. :; 

Started 2 Years Ago 

Initial consideration of a 
master plan for the municipality 
was begun in 1965. 

The late W. M. Wyatt who 
served as mayor of Montevallo 
until his death in September 
1965 was instrumental in ar- 
ranging for the formal planning 
program. 

Montevallo’s city council au- 
thorized the contract between 
the city and the planning firm 
with final contract approval 
on August 9, 1966, 

Study First Step 

Efforts of the planners dur- 
ing the first half of the pro- 
gram have been directed pri- 
marily to gathering informa- 
tion, preparing maps and charts, 
analyzing exisitng buildings and™ 
studying how land areas are 
currently being used. 


Maps Important 

Maps already completed in-' 
clude a land use map showing 
how all land in the Montevallo 
area is currently being used. 

Another map shows the lo- 
cation and condition of all 
buildings within the Montevallo 
area. 

These maps plus a review of 
economic and population trends 
for the past 25 years will aid 
the planning commission in its 
efforts to evolve an orderly

plan for the development of the 
area during the next two de- 
cades. 

Included in the overall plan 
will be the proposed location 
of thoroughfares, utility sys-

Street Numbers 


Already completed and sch- 
eduled for implementation early 
in 1968 is a house numbering 
and street numbering guide.

For quite a while manpower 
shortages have been a way of 
life for employers in many 
parts of the county. Some of 
the smartest labor relations men 
looked early in the game for 
ways around the problem. But 
too many simply let things 
slide, thinking the picture would 
change if they waited. Demand 
for men and women of high 
skills, however, continues to 
increase, and managements both 
large and small are having to 
face up to the dilemma. 


Strategies for Finding Good 
Workers 


Industrial executives have 
plenty of difficult questions to 
answer, perhaps more than ever 
before. But when top business- 
men get together today, the 
talk almost always settles down 
to the best methods of finding 
employees to man the produc- 
tion lines. Most localities have 
plenty of jobless people, but 
these are usually entirely with- 
out training, — and too often 
without ambition. That is why 
business schools and colleges 
are being besieged by job “pro- 
spectors” offering contracts and 
big pay to boys and girls even 
before they have completed 
their education. 


There are only limited num- 
bers of such potentially top- 
drawer job aspirants. The most 
successful personnel officials are 
those who uncover manpower 
sources where there don’t seem 
to be any, who have the ingen- 
uity and drive to learn from 
others how they have managed 
to staff their plants and offices, 
This is an excellent time to 
note how some of the more 
forward-looking firms are main- 
taining adequate crews in areas 
where others are searching in 
vain. 


Upgrading already establish- 
ed workers from within has 
proved an effective way of 
strengthening the quality of a 
company’s position, Then com- 
es, of course, the necessity for 
filling in again at the bottom. 
Most establishments have what 
is known as an “open door” 
policy, with the unskilled en-

New Highway Divider 
Is Designed for Safety 


With the second design — 
the balanced system — two 
hollow extruded aluminum 
rails are mounted on either 
side of extruded aluminum 
posts. The combined strength 
of the rail and posts absorb 
the impact energy of the run- 
away vehicle. The rails are 
offset to keep the vehicle from 
snagging the posts. 

The Association said that a 
special advantage of alumi- 
hum in these systems is the 
fact that it doesn’t rust and 
therefore doesn’t require 
painting or repeated mainte- 
nance. 


NEW YORK — When a car 
goes out of control at 60 mph 
on a divided highway, there 
is a deadly peril for its occu- 
pants, for oncoming cars and 
for cars traveling alongside. 

Safety engineers have 
found that protecting one can 
endanger the other. A rigid 
divider on medians, for in- 
Stance, can prevent the car 
from crossing over into on- 
coming traffic. But if it’s too 
rigid it can stop the car with 
such a jolt that the occupants 
are killed inside. Or it can 
bounce the car back into traf- 
fic with disastrous results. 

A solution to all three prob- 
lems was announced here re- 
cently. It is a special median 
barrier system made of alumi- 
num that is specifically de- 
signed to absorb § impact 
energy. It prevents crossover 
but it “gives” on impact, slows 
the car down and deflects the 
vehicle so it tends to ride the 
rail without bouncing back in- 
to parallel traffic lanes. 

The Aluminum Association 


designed two systems just now 
being made available to high- 
way officials. One uses a 
strong, extruded rectangular 
aluminum rail that deflects 
in a controlled manner on 
impact to absorb the vehicle's 
energy and to redirect the 
vehicle on a course parallel 
to the rail. Post supports are 
of a deliberate collapsing de- 
sign. The design causes the 
car to slow down gradually.

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Decision Near For Railroad Bridge Over Coosa 


The railroad trestle spanning 
the Coosa River at Mostellers 
looms as a giant in the path of 
progress. 

Since the announcement of 
Lay Dam Expansion Project, 
the trestle has been the object 
of conversation for Lay Lake 
boaters and resident along the 
Coosa River. 

The people have been watch- 
ing the trestle and waiting for 
someone to take action to re- 
move the mass of steel, timbers 
and stone. 


As the projected date nears 
for raising the water level of 
Lay Lake 14 feet, people have 
become more concerned with 
the navigation hazard created 
by the trestle. 

Officials of the Louisville 
and Nashvile Railroad met with 
an examiner from the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission 
today in a public hearing in 
Sylacauga to determine the fate 
of the trestle. 

The Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad discontinued traffic

over the trestle on November 6, 
Prior to that date, two trains 
per day, six days each week 
crossed the trestle. 

The Interstate Commerce 
Commission issued a tempor- 
ary order permitting the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad to 
rearrange services normally con- 
ducted on the line crossing the 
trestle at Mostellers. 

The hearing today is to 
determine if the trestle can be 
abandoned permanently. If the 
ICC examiner rules favorably,

County Highway Department Reports 
1,060 Miles Of Roads In County 


There are forty-two and a 
half persons per square mile in 
Shelby County. 

At least that’s what the 
County Highway Department 
says in its annual report cover- 
ing the fiscal year that ended 
last October 1. 

This interesting document’s 
chief purpose is to show in 
matter of fact form the status 
and progress of the road pro- 
gram. 

In so doing it relates ‘many 
facts of general interest that 
help give a wider understanding 
and knowledge of the County. 

Made available to the Report- 
er by Board of Revenue mem- 
ber, E. C. “Buck” Wooten of 
Siluria, the report points out 
that there are 800 square miles 
in Shelby County, crossed with 
893 miles of public road in the 
County system and 145 miles 
of public roads in the State 
system. 

Other facts to be learned 


from reading this report include: 


If all the vehicles registered 
last year were on the county 
roads at one time, there would 
be 22.11 vehicles covering each 


mile of road. 


Payne Elected

Signs 


How many signs does it re- 
quire to mark;county roads in 
Shelby County? 

Marking County roads with 
signs is no small task in itself. 
The total number of signs erect- 
ed and replaced since 1965 
comes to 3,112. During last 
year alone the County installed 
1,000+ highway signs. 


Bridges 


During the last fiscal year 
three new concrete and steel 
bridges and nine treated timber 
bridges were constructed. 

Striping 

Last year county crews 
painted centerlines on 167.20 
miles of road. Most of it was 
restriping but 37.3 miles of it 
was new centerline striping. 


Paving 


If the 223 treated timber 
bridges that span Shelby Co- 
unty’s creeks and rivers were 
put end to end, they would 
stretch for a mile and a quarter.

Operation of a pipe plant is 
another feature of the County 
Highway Department. The pipe 
plant went into operation in 
September of 1956. According 
to this report, the County has 
saved a total of $157,607.42 
since that time by manufactur- 
ing its own pipe rather than 
purchasing it at standard mar- 
ket prices. During the last fiscal 
year the total saved was 
$11,216.07. 


The report goes into great 
detail on the activities of the 
County Highway Department 
and lists the four districts indi- 
vidually. 


Revisions in staffing at Shel- 
by Memorial Hospital are under 
way this week as a result of re- 
cent studies by professional 
consultants, according to hos- 
pital administrator W, Paul 
Smith. 

The administrative chief said 
new techniques will be applied 
in various areas of hospital 
operation, beginningin the 
housekeeping department. He 
said the sift in procedures will 
result in more efficient opera- 
tion at a lower cost. 

Smith made his remarks at 
last week’s meeting of the hos- 
pital Board of Trustees in Ala- 
baster. 

He said all departments at 
the hospital are being, or will 
be, “objectively evaluated to 
insure competent and adequate 
operation.” He said action is 
being taken with regard to 
overstaffing as quickly as audit 
procedures by the consulting 
firm are presented to the hos- 
pital Board and administration. 

Smith also announced the 
introduction of data processing 
in business office and payroll 
accounting at the hospital. Data 
processing equipment at Carra- 
way Methodist Hospital in Bir- 
mingham will be utilized in the 
new operation which, Smith 
said, will “insure efficient fis- 
cal operation at a reduction 
in present costs,”’ 

In other action, comptroller 
Gray Jones told Board members 
that the hospital is operating 
on a “current basis” with all 
bills paid to date. He said 
November accounts are being 
discounted, indicating that the 
“current status” holds for last 
month also. 

He noted that the hospital 
now has some $111,000 cash 
on balance in its operating ac- 
count. 

At Jones’ recommendation, 
Board members voted to pay 
interest on loans from each of 
the four Shelby County banks, 
and to continue notes on the 
principal for 90 days. 

The Board also voted to 
distribute money in the hos- 
pital Employees’ Recreation 
Fund to the employees, and to 
discontinue the fund after this 
year. The fund is made up of 
money collected from soft 
drink vending machines in the 
hospital.

Shelby County farmers were 
reminded today to return their 
ballots on marketing quotas for 
the 1968 upland cotton crop - - 
by mail or in person - - to the 
ASCS County Office. H. C. 
McDanal, Chairman, Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Conser- 
vation County Committee, em- 
phasized that the referendum 
started on Dec. 4 and will end 
on Dec. 8. Marked ballots are 
to be post-marked no later than 
the closing date. 

Chairman McDanal explained 
that every effort has been made 
to inform farmers fully about 
the allotment-quota program, so 
that the outcome of the refe- 
rendum may represent the con- 
sidered opinion of all the voters.

Selective Service Explains 
‘Essential’ Employee Status 


(Editor's Note: As a public 
service, and because of wide- 
spread interest in problems 
which face most Alabamians, 
the Shelby County Reporter 
carries this article, which ans- 
wers questions most asked of 
the State Selective Service Sys- 
tem.) 

State Director Hugh J. Cald- 
well, Jr.,said that many employ- 
ers had written him in connec- 
tion with “essential’’ employees, 
and the consideration they will 
receive from the Selective Ser- 
vice System. 

One such letter asked, “Re- 
cently I employed a young man 
whom I consider essential to 
my business. Even though he 
is a new hire, can I request an 
occupational deferment for 
him?” 

Caldwell replied. “Yes, when 
the registrant files a request 
with his local board for an 
occupational deferment, you 
should at the same time, make 
a similar request. 

“Your letter to the board 
should describe in considerable 
detail the duties for which the 
registrant was hired including 
the statement that some other 
new employee with his skills 
and educational background 
cannot be obtained. Describe 
briefly the function of your 
business as it pertains to the 
National health, safety, or in- 
terest.” 

Caldwell said all these mat- 
ters would be given careful con- 
sideration when the board took 
up his case. 

Another young man wrote, 
“It is my understanding that 
a registrant who has been de- 
clared by his local board to be 
a ‘delinquent’ is called ahead 
of all others. What is the defi- 
nition of a ‘delinquent’ in this 
instance?” 

Caldwell replied, “A ‘delin- 
quent’ is a person required to

For Indigent Children 


Dental care for indigent 
children of Shelby, Bibb and 
Chilton Counties was a recent 
service provided under a grant 
of the “Poverty Program”, 

Administered through the 
Tri-County Community Action 
Program in Clanton, the pro- 
ject was funded forfourmonths, 
but the need was so great the 
total sum of money alloted was 
spent by the end of two anda 
half months.

Burton S, Mullins: 

“On September 1, 1967 our 
Conduct and Administration 
office began operating an ¢x- 
tended service known as “Indi- 
gent Children's Dental Care” 
which was funded for a period 
of four (4) months. The pur- 
pose of this component project 
was to reach approximately 300 
indigent children badly in need 
of dental care. This service is 
designed to assist low-income 
families who would be unable 


to afford their children proper 
dental care, 


‘Our agency budget was fund- 
ed for this service with an allow- 
able average charge of $37,50 
per child. 


‘In each of our three (3) 
counties, Shelby, Chilton, and 
Bibb, a dental care coordinator 
was hired to manage, under 
CAP Administration, this service 
in their respective counties. 
(Mrs. Dean Brown of Monte- 
vallo was the Shelby County 
coordinator.) 


‘The coordinators in conjunc- 
tion with CAP representatives 
met with the Department of 
Pensions and Securities and 
Health Departments in each of 
our counties and we are proud 
to report, we received wonder- 
ful cooperation from these agen- 
cies in seeking out the children 
who needed these services. 

‘The dental care coordinators 
and CAP sepresentatives during 
the first week of September 
visited the dentists in our area 
to work out methods so that 
the children could be worked 
in their schedules for appoint- 
ments, 

“We are very proud to state 
that our area dentists are and 
have been most operative. 
In several cases the dentists 
have donated without charge, 
the examination and cleaning 
of the children’s teeth. Some 
of the dentists set aside com- 
plete work days for this pro- 
ject and- others gave up their 
off-dav in order to be able to 
do the dental work for our 
needy children. 

‘Our coordinators worked 
approximately 300children into 
this program, spending appro- 
ximately $10,602.00. The den- 
tal care coordinators set up 
appointments, provided trans- 
portation when not available, 
and assisted the dentists in any 
manner possible. This has been 
a wonderful project for our 
area and though much has been 
done, many of our low-income 
families with children needing 
this care have not been reached. 


‘We now see many bright 
smiles on the faces of our needy 
children and hope through fu- 
ture funding that we can add 
many more bright smiling faces

Farm Loans 
Available 


Shelby County is one of 49 
counties in Alabama designated 
as a crop disaster area by the 
U. S. Secretary of Agriculture. 

Two emergency loan pro- 
grams have been set up, reports 
W. M. Clark, County Extension 
Chairman, to help provide agri- 
cultural credit. 

Affected farmers are now 
eligible for emergency operat- 
ing loans from the Farmers 
Home Administration (FHA). 
Agri-business firms in the crop 
disaster counties, primarily gins 
and farm supply stores, may be 
eligible for the economic in- 
jury disaster loan program ad- 
ministered by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration (SBA). 

Clark explains that FHA em- 
ergency loans cannot be made 
to refinance existing debts but 
can include (1) operating and 
living expenses, (2) not more 
than one year’s interest on 
debts secured by prior liens, 
(3) one year’s taxes and insur- 
ance premiums, (4) unsecured 
bills incurred in the production 
of this year’s crop, and (5) rea- 
sonable amounts for payment 
to creditors as depreciation on 
essential farm equipment under 
prior lien to them. 

Emergency loans bear three 
per cent interest and are avail- 
able to both owner-operators 
and tenants who can show rea- 
sonable repayment prospects, 
continues Clark, a member of 
the Auburn University Exten- 
sion Service. Applications for 
the loans can be made at Coun- 
ty FHA offices.

The Universal Challenge Of Christmas

Babson Park, Mass., December 21, As the season of the 
birth of Christ returns, we gather new strength from the an- 
gelic chant: “*... there is born to you this day in the city of 
David a Savior who is Christ the Lord . .. Glory to God in 
the highest. . .”’ 


THE MANGER AND HUMAN EQUALITY 


Jesus brought about a complete social revolution. That 
is why the idea of His Kingdom was rejected so promptly 
and so forcefully by the leaders of the Romans and of the 
Jews. In every way, Jesus tried to show that all men are 
equal before God. He went further and promised that the 
humble would be exalted and that the meek would possess 
the land. Reflect, if you will, on the ways in which His 
birth was announced, marking the contrast between the 
angelic greeting to the shepherds and the indirect sign to 
the three wise kings. 

The kings, far away in the East, saw only the star. Had 
the shepherds seen such a star, probably they would have 
gazed in awe and then forgotten. Even had they sensed its 
meaning, they would have been unable to follow it, for 
they had neither the means nor the leisure to do so. The in- 
direct announcement to the kings may have been a tribute 
to their wisdom. More likely it was meant to indicate that 
their wealth and learning had its responsibilities, because 
for them the way to the manger was neither easy nor safe. 
And when they got there they found the shepherds had al- 
ready made their adoration. The lesson is this: No matter 
what our station or condition in life, our color or creed, we 
are all God’s creatures and equal and responsible as indivi- 
duals in His sight. 


“JOY TO THE WORLD” 


Life is so mysterious and often so apparently way ward 
in its vagaries that if we try to take a detached view of it 
for a moment, we stand agape at the spectacle. There is in 
it, however, one element that admits of no misunderstand- 
ing. It is the role that children play in the general scheme of 


things. Like a medal, a child has two sides. On the one side, 
it is helpless, or so we think. On the other, it possesses the 
only quality or at least one of the principal resources, that 
lends warmth and strength to its elders. What matter if the 
world be split between rival factions, if national and inter- 
national disorders abound: The children of the world are 
forever lighting lamps in the human heart that pierce the 
fog of our adult futility and restore our confidence in God 
and in ourselves. 

It was no accident that Jesus came as a child. To the ex- 
tent that we are successful in recapturing something of the 
innocence and unselfishness and faith of our own lost child- 
hood will we find true joy this Christmas. For the way to 
the fulfillment of our desires must lead us- from our own 
visit to the manger—into paths of kindness, thoughtfulness, 
hopefulness, and helpfulness. 


THE GIFTS WE GIVE 
Christmas is a time of gift-giving . . . and rightly so. But 
the true joy of Christmas is the free gift provided for us by 
the graciousness and love of God, and offered to all who 
will receive it as little children. it should matter not at all 
how costly or showy the presents we exchange, so long as 
with each gift we give something of ourselves. 


Our nation has been the greatest benefactor in the his- 
tory of the world. Yet we have received scant credit for the 
sacrifices we have made and are making to feed the hungry, 
educate the young, and help build up the economies of un- 
derdeveloped countries, In only one program have we made 
rapid, and what promises to be good, over-all progress, — 
the Peace Corps, Could it be that the instant success of this 
particular program derives from the fact that through it we 
have made more of a personal effort to teach, to serve, to 
lift? This gift of ourselves to God and to each other is the 
essence of the Christmas Spirit, the best guarantee of our 
own tranquility of mind, and the way to prosperity and 
peace in our troubled world.

Inspired by foot-powered hobby 
horses of the early 1800s, the velocipede in its turn became the 
forerunner of the bicycle, 

Toys today reflect modern living — and so did toys of long 
ago, in their day. For instance, toy racing cars came onto the 
gift market early in this century, when the automobile indus- 
try was getting its start. 

As for dolls, the electronically-motivated walking, talking 
wonders of today are only the latest development in a long 
line of magical, marvelous dolls. Yes, modern dolls are fabu- 
lous in their complexity — but dolls of the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies were frequently even more elaborate!

Doll Library* at Greenwich, 
Conn., there are more than 
8,000 dolls, and naturally, many 
of them suggest Christmas in

While Pelsnickle and

Douglass, whose responsibili- 

ties as curator of the Pryor 

Doll Library include research- 

ing and cataloguing each doll, 

Like St. Nicholas, Pelsnickle 
was a European figure, known 
primarily in Holland and Ger- 
many.

“The Shelby County Health 
Department conducts periodic 
surveys of the school lunch 


rooms to determine their sanit- 


ary condition. A survey recent- 
ly completed showed the aver- 
age sanitary rating to be 95,4% 
out of a possible 100, The 23 
schools with lunch rooms serve 
numbers of students ranging 
from around 40 to well over 
1200 per day and do the job in 
a most excellent manner. 


‘It was not too long ago 
that the only school cafeterias 
were in the largest schools in 
the largest cities. Then, even a 
shorter time ago, when the

14 school cafeterias serve the 
majority of the county's stu- 
dents. 

‘Efforts to guard the stu- 
dents’ health do not end with 
the establishment of proper 
Surroundings, but extend to 
the purchase of foods and the 
operational safeguards employ- 
ed in handling it. Only the 
highest quality food is used and 
pasteurized milk is delivered 
daily. Efficient, mechanical 
dishwashers have replaced the 
sink in most instances; walk-in 
freezers and refrigerators are 
commonplace; and garbage is 
stored in screened rooms. 

‘The outstanding food ser- 
vice in the schools in Shelby 
County did not come about by 
accident, but rather as a result 
of careful planning and the

The 
ballad tells the story of the 
gifts a lover sends to his 
lady on each of the 12 days 
from Christmas to Epiph- 
any. 

The first gift, a partridge 
in a pear tree, may have 
been inspired by an old 
drinking song, “A Pie sat on 
a Pear Tree,” say the editors 
of The New Book of Knowl- 
edge. 


As a ballad, “The Twelve 
Days of Christmas” is an 
example of the “number 
chain formula” in folk 
songs. As a carol, it is of 
the type that marked the 
change from formal hymns 
in Latin to musical poems 
in the vernacular of the 
people. 

The song can be sung in 
a variety of ways. In Great 
Britain and the United 
States, it often becomes a 
game song in which each 
person, following a leader 
in repetitions, must pay a 
forfeit if he misses a line.

Since the Wise Men gave of 
their treasures to the Christ 
Child, giving has been part of 
the tradition of Christmas, 

The idea of gifts as homage 
dates from even earlier times, 
when kings demanded special 
tribute from their subjects 
during holiday seasons. Thus 
the Wise Men, in offering pre- 
cious gifts of gold, frankin- 
cense and myrrh, expressed 
their reverence for the new- 
born King of mankind, 

Giving to celebrate a happy 
time was a familiar part of 
many pagan festivals. 

The Romans honored Sat- 
urn, their god of agriculture, 
with a winter festival called 
the Saturnalia. During this 
joyous feast, they exchanged 
gifts — wax candles, clay dolls 
and various trinkets. 

When these pagan customs 


‘of exchanging gifts were trans- 


ferred to the celebration of 
the birth of Christ, church 
leaders added a new idea; 
selfless giving. Through the 
ages, giving to help the less 
fortunate has been a special 
tradition of Christmas. 


Sending Greetings 

Perhaps even more than the 
giving of gifts, the sending of 
Christmas greetings symbol- 
izes the seasonal spirit of good 
will, 

The personal exchange of 
good wishes at holiday time is 
a custom that’s older, prob- 
ably, than Christmas itself. 
In ancient winter festivals the 
renewal of the earth at the 
coming of spring was linked 


with the renewal of friend- 
ships. 

Though greetings and 
Christmas have long been as- 
sociated, the printed greeting 
card is a relative newcomer to 
the Yule scene — introduced 
little more than a century ago. 
Nowadays, Christmas greeting 
cards go out by the billions, 
carrying their messages of 
“happy holiday” and “best 
wishes.” 

In the glad tradition of 
sending greetings, today’s edi- 
tion of this newspaper pre- 
sents the special greetings of 
local merchants, as they ex- 
press their good wishes and 
gratitude to customers and 
friends. 


Burning the Log 

From a miraculous Star to a 
tiny candle, gleaming lights 
have cast a glow over holiday 
festivities for centuries. 

Pagan sun-worshippers lit 
candles and kindled fires at 
winter festivals to help the re- 
turning sun gain strength. 

Traditional for both light 
and warmth is the blazing 
Yule log. Like all “Christmas 
lights,” it has both a religious 
and a festive significance in 
holiday lore. 

Because legend says that the 
Christ Child was washed and 
dressed beside an ash wood 
fire, the people of early Eng- 
land always had Yule logs of 
ash wood. Ash had a practical 
aspect, too, because it was the 
only green wood which would 
burn. 

The Yule log of England and 
continental Europe was often 
believed to have mystical pow- 


ers to protect the home. To 
give this protection, the Yule 
log had to be kept burning all 
through the 12 days of Christ- 
mas. 

Later, the “blazing Yule” 
was primarily associated with 
the feasting and festivity of 
the winter holidays. 


Ringing Bells 

Among the merry sights and 
sounds of Christmas, none is 
merrier than the ringing of 
bells. 

Since earliest times, the 
pealing of bells has announced 
important events, both happy 
and sad. The first use of bells 
to call Christians to worship 
took place, it’s believed, at 
Christmas in Italy, about 400 
A.D. 

Tradition once held that 
Christ was born exactly at 
midnight. In medieval Britain, 
church bells tolled sadly dur- 
ing the hour before midnight 
on Christmas Eve. On the 
stroke of 12, a joyous pealing 
announced the Miracle of 
Christmas. 

Today, church-spire bells 
and carillons ring out the glad 
tidings of Christmas,

Bare 
branches of trees etch their 
patterns against expanses of 
ice, in contrast with the cozy 
cottages and, on the ice, the 
merry skaters, for an ideal 
blending of the cold weather 
and warm spirit of a winter 
holiday. 

Of Avercamp’s personal his- 
tory, little is known, Records 
show that he was baptized in 
Amsterdam in January 1585,

Views Reflect ‘Winter Wonderland’ 


and buried at Kampen in 1634. 
His painting was influenced 
by the Flemish landscape tra- 
dition and particularly by Pie- 
ter Bruegel the Elder — a 
painter whose fascination with 
the winter scene did much to 


shape his landscape style. 

The snow-covered hillsides 
seen in the work of the 
elder Pieter Bruegel contrast 
strangely with the flat, icy ter- 
rain of his native Holland. The 
explanation is to be found in 
travels which took him to 
mountainous lands. 

Bruegel became a master in 
the Antwerp painters’ guild in 
1551, and shortly afterward 
journeyed to France and Italy, 
says the Grolier Book.of Art. 


In 1554 he returned from 
Rome to the Netherlands, re- 
crossing the Alps on his way. 
The mountains and scenery of 
Italy made an immense im- 
pression on him, as reflected 
in the drawings he made at the 
time. 

More than the “contempor- 
ary” Italian art, those moun- 
tainous vistas influenced his 
landscape style — and ulti- 
mately inspired Avercamp and 
other Flemish painters of the 
ever-wonderful winter scene.

Barges Sink 
In Coosa River 


The 205-foot span of the 
railroad bridge crossing the | 
Coosa River at Camp Okomo 
still weighs approximately 200 
tons but the problem of remov- 
ing the span became more 
weighted last week. 

Workmen for the Nashville 


-| Bridge Company, contractors 


removing the span, were pos- 
itioning six barges beneath the 
span last Wednesday when the 
barges sank. 

Apparently the shifting of 
water in the barges while in the 
swift current beneath the br- 
idge caused the barges to sink 
in some 40 feet of water. 

Bill Lucas, superintendent 
on the job, explained the meth- 
od being used to remove the 
span. 

Six barges measuring 40 
feet by 10 feet by six feet 
were connected to form a float- 
ing platform. 

The barges were filled par- 
tially with water to allow clear- 
ance under the span. 

The water was to be pump- 
ed from the barges and as the 
barges began to rise, they would 
float the span from the supp- 
orting piers. 

The span completely afloat 
on the barges would be pulled 
to the river bank where the 
span would be disassembled 
and removed from the Coosa 
Ri ver for storage. 

Lucas said Thursday that 
the Nashville Bridge Company 
would continue the operation 
of removing the span and would 
recover the sunken barges from 
the river. 

The method expected to be 
used to bring the barges back

to the river surface is a proc ed- 
ure used in the recovery of 


sunken ships. 


Di vers will be sent down 
to pump air into the barges 
causing the barges to float to 
the surface. 

One span of the four span 
bridge is being removed to all- 
ow an obstruction-free channel 
for boats when the reservoir 
level is raised 14 feet. 

Tom E. Shackelford, chief 
of the Water Safety Division, 
State Department of Conserva- 
tion, was at Camp Okomo 
Thursday to inspect the install- 
ation of lights on the bridge 
and to determine where channl 
markings will be placed when a 
channel is open. 


The Alabama Power Com- 
pany has installed SO red lights 
on the three spans of the 
bridge to remain in the river 
until some decision is reached 
to remove the obstruction. 

The open channel will be 
created when the span is re- 
moved.

It will also have an energizing effect on bus- 
Hence, as money flow is cut back next year, 


there will be a delayed depressing effect on interest rates,

Don’t expect the final solution to 1968’s many 
problems to be worked out during the year ahead. But 
the manner in which our nation tackles its predicament 
will determine whether the U. S. will be able to str- 
engthen its position as world leader...or be toppled 
during succeeding years and reduced to an inferior stand- 
ing. 


To be without hope is to sin. And we do have 
hope that our citizens and’ their government will rise 
to defeat the many antagonists - - inflation, social cor- 
tuption, greed, crime, fear, and despair - - that are 
pressing upon us as the new year begins. It is said 
that the Oriental concept of crisis is opportunity. In 
that sense, we predict without reservation that 1968 
will hold opportunities unlimited for our country. 


1. Now that the pound has been devalued, perhaps our 
greatest opportunity for the year ahead is to prepare a 
strong defense for the dollar, We forecast that after some 
early fumbling both the Congress and the Federal Re- 
serve will move with determination to protect our dollar. 


2. The effects of the battle to save the dollar promise to 
be unpleasant. After an early-year surge to new highs 
for dollar values and production, business will find the 
going rougher as the months unfold. Scarcer and more 
costly money will take its toll of growth, 


3. Major stimulation to the economy in the early part of 
1968 will come from a scramble to auto and allied 
lines to make up for production lost in 1967, combined 
with a stockpiling of steel and aluminum in anticipation 
of strikes later next year in these activities.

11. Further restrictions will be put on foreign investments 
by the U, S. corporations in the coming year; our 
government will encourage American companies to in- 
crease dividend payments by foreign subsidiaries,

18. The early-1968 uptilt in business volume will give a lift 
to corporate profits, the fanning out of wage boosts, 
however, along with rising costs and taxes will later 
have a squeezing effect on profits.

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RECALLS TRAIN WRECK-E. S. Pearson of Mostellers 
recalls the train wreck of 1911 at the railroad bridge near 
Camp Okomo on the Coosa River. 


Pearson Remembers 
Activity At Bridge 


The six barges that now 
rest on the bottom of the 
Coosa River at Camp Okomo 
are not alone, according to E.S. 
Pearson, an 80-year-old native 
of the area. 

Pearson recalled last Thurs- 
day while watching workmen 
sound for the barges,that the 
muddy bottom clutches the re- 
mains of the train wreck of 
1911. 

He said a train was crossing 
the bridge when a pier crum- 
bled causing a section of the 
train to plunge into the river. 

Pearson recalled that the en- 
gine and several cars passed o- 
ver the bridge before the pier 
collapsed; however, 12 or 13 
train cars were lost in the 
wreck and remain in some 40 
feet of water today. 

One of the original four 
Spans of the bridge which was 
constructed in 1880 also rests 
on the bottom as a result of 
the train wreck, Pearson said. 

The span was replaced with 
a new 205-foot section in 1911. 
Workmen were attempting to 
remove this span last Wednes- 
day when the barges sank. 

Unlike the train cars and 
the original span of the bridge, 
almost forgotten during the 
past 50 years, the barges will be

Officials of Nashville Bridge 
Company, contractors for re- 
moving one of the existing 
spans, were formulating plans 
last week for recovering the 
barges. 

The activity at the bridge 
now is not the first time the 
bridge has drawn attention. 
The bridge was guarded during 
World War | and World War I. 

Pearson said he assisted in 
guarding the bridge during War 
Il, He said in reference to an 
earlier story in the Reporter 
which stated that a car loaded 
with bananas was among the 
wreckage in 1911 that he did 
not see any bananas. 

Pearson said there were no 
bananas in the wreckage unless 
they were in some trainman’s 
lunch.
